Benjamin Oliphant, and Japhet Irefand^Esqufres, severally 
produced certificates of being elected members of the Legisla- 
tive Council from their respective eounties^; 

Which were read and approved. 

Whereupon they took and subscribed the affirmations pre- 
scribed by the Constitution and Laws, before Joseph Porter, 
Esquire, and took their seats in Council. 

The members of Council present, being all sworn or affirmed, 
proceeded to elect a Vice-President : Charleys G. McChesney, 
and John H. Lambert, Esquires, were appointed tellers — 

On counting the ballots, it appeared that Joseph Porter had 
nine votes, and Francis Price six votes. 

'Whereupon JOSEPH PORTER, Esq. was declared duly 
elected Vice-President of Council, and having taken the oaths 
prescribed by law, was seated in the Chair. 

The Vice-President previous to taking his seat, addressed 
Council as follows : 

Gentlemen of the Legislative Council : 

For the honor conferred on me by selecting me to preside 
over your deliberations, be pleased to accept my mosthearty 
thanks. 

I accept the station assigned, with great distrust of my abil- 
ity to perform the variaus duties devolving on the Chair in a 
legislative body, and feel that I shall stand in need of a large 
share of your indulgence. Ail I can promise you is a faithful, 
honest, and impartial discharge of my duty to the best of my 
abilities. i 

Council then proceed^d'to elect a Secretary by ballot — Mr. 
McChesney and Mr. Lambert acting as tellers. 

On counting the balfots, it appeared that Robert E. Hornor 
was unanimously elected. 

Whereupon ROBERT E. HORNOR was declared dul/ 
elected Secretary, and having taken the affirmation prescribed 
by law, . took hisseat at the table.

Orderedf That Messrs. Armstrong and Lambert be a eom- 
mittee ta prepare Rules and Regulations for the government of 
Council, and that the Rules of the last Council be adopted and 
continued until others be reported and agreed tc 

Orderedf That when Council adjourn, it adjpurtf to ten o^-- 
dock to-morrow morning, and that hereafter Council will meet 
at that hour untU otherwise ordered^ 

Council adjourned to ten o^clock to-morrow mornings

JMTr. Armstrong, from the committee on nrtfes airf rcguta*- 
tfbnSy reported the following, viz. 

RUIiES OF COUNCIIi^ 

RULE I. 

The President for the time bcing^^ shall not engage in any- 
public debate without leave of the houses except so far as shalt 
be necessary for regulating the form of proceeding ; but shall 
en all occasions support the strictest order^ agreeably to the 
rules here laid down. 

RULE IL 

No memlier shall interrupt the business of the house by en- 
tering into private conversation during a* debate, or whilst any 
business is before the house that requires the general atteationr 

RULE IIL 
Every memberwho rises to speak shall* address-himself to 
the chair; and when any two members shall rise at the same 
time, the President shall determine which shall speak first. 

RULE IV. 

No member shall speak in any debate without risings nor 
more than three times on any one subject of debate, unless be- 
first obfain the Teavfi of :lhe :housei^< 

RULE V. 

The'members, during a debate, shall all keep their seats, ex- 
cept the member who rises to ^peaV. 

RULE VL 

That the consent of a majority of the members present shall 
be necessary to engross or re-engross any bill. .That on the 
final passing of any bill, the following question shall be taken: 
Shall this bUl (as engrossed or re-engrossed, as the case may 
be,) pass? 2Lud if a majority of the whole Council vote in the 
affirmative, it shall be considered as having passed, and signed 
accordingly. 

RULE VII. 

That on every question for the final passing of a Mil, unless 
the same shall pass by the tinanimous vote of all the members 
of Council, the names of all the members present, with the 
yeas and nays on such question, shaill be entered on the Journals 
of thw house, and the like entry shall be made on e^ery other 
question, if the same shril'be moved^ for* by any one member 
previous to the call of the Injiisft.^ ! 
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RULE VHL 

That^tl commtttees shall be appointed by the president, QVf 
?!n his absenee/ by the t ice-president. 

RULE IX, 

The following standing committees shall be appointed at the 
commencement of eac^h sessioriymittl -otherwise ordered : 

A Committee on the Judiciary. 

A Committee on Agriculture. 
- A Committee on Education. 

'a Committee on the Militia. * 

A Committee on Claims and Revolutionary Pensions.* 

A Committee on Corporations. 

A Committee on Unfinished Business. 
Which several committees shall consist of three members each* 
The following committees, « of two members eaeh, shall be 
also appointed to act jointly with corresponding committees to 
be appointed by the House of Assembly : 

A Committee on the Treasurer's Account. 

A Committee on the State Prison. 

A Committee on Public Printing. 

RULE X. 
That all motions entered on the journals of this house shall 
be entered in the names of those who make them» provided the 
same shall be required by any one member. 

RULE XL 

That in all debates and proceedings the members shall keep 
themselves within the strictest rules of decency and'decorum. 

RULE XII. 

That when an amendment, made in this house, to a bill from 
the House of Assembly, is disagreed to bj^ that house, and not 
adhered to in this^ the bill shall be considered as standing oh a 
third reading. 

RULE XIIL 

That no bill sball bo committed or amended until it shall 
have been ordered a second reading, except private bills, as 
provided for in the twenty-fifth rule, after which ^t may be re- 
ferred to a committee; and when reported, with or without 
amendments, (which amendments shall alvVaysbe on a separate 
paper) the bill shall be considered as on a second reading; but 
when the committee think the bill cannot be made good by 
amendment, they shall not reject it, but report the bill back to 
the house, without amendment, and there make their opposition. 
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utJLE layr. 

lliat no private bill be read a second fime, unless a printei 
copy ^hereof be in possession of Council. 

RULE XV. 

That no bill shall be read nore than once on the same day. 
N9 standing rale or order of Council shall be dispensed with, 
unless by the «ssent of two-thirds of the members present^ nor 
rescinded or amended without one day^s notice being given of 
the motion therefor. 

RULE XVL 

No motion shall be debated until the same shall be seconded; 
and it shall be reduced to writings if *the presiding officer or 
any member desire it. 

RULE XVH 

That when a question is under debate, no motion shall b 
received but to adjourn, to lie on the table, for the previous 
question, to postpone to a time certain, or for the present, to 
commit or amend, or to postpone indefinitely ; which several 
motions shall have precedence in the order in which tliey are 
here arranged. 

RULE XVIIL 

A motion to adjourn shall be always in order, except whmr a 
vote is taking, and shall be decided without debate. 

RULE XIX. 

The previous question shall be in this form : Shall the main 
'question be now put? and it shall only be admitted when de- 
manded by two-thirds of the members of Council present^ and 
shall be decided without debate. 

RULE XX. 

That no motion for the reconsideration of any vote shall be 
in order after a bill, resolution, report, or other subject upon 
which the vote was taken shall have gone out of the possession 
of the Council, by a message to the house, announcing their 
decision ; and no motion for reconsideration shall be in order, 
unless made on the same day the vote was taken or upon the 
next day of actual session of the Council, and moved by a 
member who voted in the numerical majority. 

RULE XXI. 

Every joint resolution, order, ^r vote from the house, to 
which the concurrence of Council is necessary, shall lie on the 
table one day before it is finally actpd upon by Council. 
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BULE XXII. 

Tbe first business of each day shall be to read over the joor^ 
nal of the preceding day ; then petitions, memorials, remon« 
-strances, letters or other documents necessary or proper to be 
laid before Council ; after which the reports of such committees 
as shall be ready to report the 4)usinesS to them <x)mmit4eA 
shall be received. 

RULE XXIII. 

All -bills tnay be made the order of a particular day, an4 
public bills, when called fer, shall have the preference of pri^ 
vate bill% which (whenever two or more private bills shall be 
called for by members) sha111)e taken up according to their seni- 
ority ^reckoning from thedate of their introduction into Council* 

RULE xxiy. 

That all bills and special reports of committees be numbered 
by the secretarry as they are severally introduced, and a list 
made of the same^ to lie on the table and to be called up for 
consideration by the presiding officer according to their numer- 
ical order ; subject nevertheless to postponement on special 
motion for the purpose of taking up any bill or report which the . 
house may order to be taken up and considered in preference. 

RULE XXV. 

That no private bill originating in the House of Assembly 
shall pass to a second reading until tlie same shall have beer* 
committed. 

RULE XXVI. 

That no bill for a divorce shall be taken up on a second read- 
ing, unless it shall be made to appear, by oath or affirmation, 
that the other party is not at the time of presenting the petition 
a resident in the state of New-Jersey, or, if a resident, that 
notice has been duly served,* on him or her, of the intended ap- 
plication for a divorce. 

[RULE XXVIL 

That th^ President of Council, when present, shall Le called 
by the clerk in all cases when by the constitution he has a cast- 
ing vote* 

RULE XXVIIL 

No member shall be suffered to have his vote recorded on any 
question, wbcn the yeas and nays are called, unless he be pre- 
sent to answer to his name ; and no person shall be permitted 
to change his vote without the unanimous consent of the mem- 
bers present, unless he at that time declares that he voted under 
a mistake of the question. 
2 . ' 
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RULE XXIX. 

On filling up blanks^ the question sball first be taken on tke 
largest sum^ greatest number, and most distant day. 

RULE XXX. 
A majority of members of X7onnc.tl shall constitute a quorum 
for legislation, and whenever a less number than a quorum of 
Council shall convene at a regular meeting, and shall adjourn^ 
the names of those present may be entered on the journals. 

RULE XXXL 

Wfeen a less number than a quorum of Council shall convene 
at any regular meeting, they are hereby authorized to send 
their sergeant-at-arms, or any other person or persons by them 
authorized, for an^ or all absent members. 

RULE XXXII. 

That whenever a memorial is referred to a committee pray- 
ing for an act of incorporation, agreeably to the^provisions of 
the ** Act relative to incorporations,** the committee shall not 
have leave to report by bill, unless the evidence is exhibited to 
them, and reported to Council, that the intended application 
has been advertised according to law in such cases. 

RULE XXXIII. 

Whenever a bill or resolution that has passed Council shall 
be carried to the House of Assembly, all papers and documents 
relating thereto on the files of Council shall be carried by the 
secretary, with such bill or resolution, to the House of Assembly. 

Which were read and adopted* 

Ordered, That one hundred copies of the Rules of Council 
be printed for the use of Council. 

A message from the House of Assembly, by. Mr. Coppuck 
their Clerk, informed Council thiat the House o^Assembly had 
adopted the following Resolution, viz.

©OYERNOR^S MESSAGE. 



To the Legislative Council 

and General Assembly ^ ojthe State of M'ew-Jersey.. 

Another year has rapidly passed'avvay with its many anxie^ 
ties and cares. You are again met as the representatives of 
the people, to transact such business as the necessities of your- 
constituents arid the general interests of the State, may require*. 
How much wi)l be demanded at your hands of a private cha- 
racter, is not of course witiiin niy knowledge; but Lam persua- 
ded that you will find no occasion for the passage of many 
public acts. There is a.comjnonXeeling pervading the State 
that few changes in our system of laws should be made, and; 
those which are made should be of the most pressing necessity*, 
I anticipate, therefore, in your behalf, no very prolonged deten- 
tion from your ordinary avocations and pursuits. 

Whatever diflferences of opinion may exist among us con- 
cerning the various obligations which restupon us as citizens^, 
tfeel welLassured that we must all desire to unite in devout 
acknowledgments to that superintending Providence whose pa- 
ternal care has so signally blessed us during the past year. At 
no former period have we as a people shared more largely in 
his bounties; in the abundant [)roductions of the earth, or in» 
the enjoyment of general health. While we a^e thus bound 
together in common benefits, h may sui*ely cherish the hope 
that we may be duly impressed with. a ju^t sense of our dom-- 
iBon obligations, arid that invthe exercise of this spirit your* 
imgarlial and undivided attention will be given to the j^rompT. 
tioQ^ot the common.welfar^ 
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A course of legialation that embraces in its scope all tKe* 
great interests of society, that encourages schools and fosters 
loiprovementSy cannot fail to throw around our institutions- 
walls of defence that must ever protect them from domestic 
dissensions or foreign pressure. The three great branches of 
industry, Agriculture^ Manufactures and Commerce, are at all 
times especially entitled to the fostering care of government, 
for their prosperity and advancement include the progress and 
happiness of society.' With us the farming interest must ever 
be a leading object of concern f and in recurring to the history 
of the year, I refer with much pleasure to the formation of an 
Agricultural Society in the centre of the State, under favora- 
ble auspices, as an indication of an increasing interest on the 
subject. This may, and I trust will, be productive of much 
public ad vantage*- Associations of this description bring to- 
gether the substantial men of the country, cultivate a friendly 
interchange of views, promote a wholesome emulation, encou- 
rage industry, and recompense useful talent and enterprise, by 
pecuniary and honorary rewards. With these encouragements, 
-agricultjural improvements may be quickened, and husbandry 
maintain its proper rank among the arts of life. If the aid of 
the Legislature can in any way promote these great ends, I 
hope it will be cheefully granted. A committee on Agricul- 
ture has been recently constituted in each house and should be 
eontiftued. 

I could wish it were in my power to speak in the same en- 
couraging tone of our manufacturing and commercial interests. 
These great branches of industry which embrace a large body 
of our population, suffer in a peculiar degree from the de- 
rangements of the times, and in a special manner need the 
^are and protection of the government. Exposed to great 
fluctuations, they should be treated kindly, and their interests 
guarded vith a sustaining hand. I feel it to be the special 
, duty of public men every wlierey to consider seriously the 
causes of their depression, and to lend all possible aid to the 
means for their re-establishment. For myself, I despair of any 
successful enterprise in business until the facilities for carrying 
it on, can be rendered-permanent and uniform, and mutual con- 
fidence be restored. Some mode must be devised by which the 
exchanges of the country can be effected with ease and econo* 
my. The government must help, or I see no way in which 
either commerce or manufactures can ever flourish* In other 
times the^overnment and the producing classes had a common 
feeling of dependence on each other, and harmpnised inaction. 
It is in fact, the very design of our government to secure and 
advance tlie individual prosperity of its citizens. There are,. 
2a ' 
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there can be no separate or indepenilent interests. The wffolfc* 
oonstitutioQ ofsociety is indeed, but an exemplification of the 
Isiw of mutu^iLobligatibn. All, branches of industry^ and alfi 
conditions in llfe^are more or less dependent upon each other, 
and hence the embarrassment of^ one must* sooner or later af-- 
fect every other.. The merchant cannot, at this day, sell his. 
goods to a southerao^ western State, or the manufacturer tlie 
Ikbor of his hand without paying as much or more in the dif-- 
ference of exchange, than the whole amount of his profits. 
To remedy this evil, the value of money must, in some way,, 
be made equal, in the different portions of the Union. This^ 
was once the case in the United States, and it h in vain that 
we look for the restoration of business^ until our public men, 
forgetting all minor considerations, shall unite in an earnest' 
effort to bring about this all important, this indispensable re- 
sult. I um aware that this is a subject beyond your province^ 
as a State Legislature. Congress is alone competent to pro- 
vide aremedy. But it is wise and proper, at all times, to dis- 
C41SS every national interest which deeply affects our prosperity. 

During the past year it became my duty to give certificates • 
of election to the members of the twenty-sixth Congress from- 
this State. The contest, had been unusually warm# The. 
friends of the respective candidates had made great exertions 
in their support, and felt a deep interest in their success ; and 
it could not, therefore, be hoped that any decision would be 
aatisfjictory to all, or escape the censure of those who should; 
be disappointed by the result. It would have been agreeable 
to my. feelings, could the necessity for action on my part, have 
been dispensed with altogether.w Tlie duty however, was Im- 
perative, and there was no choice but to discharge it accord- 
ing to l^w. The whole subject was laid before all the mem« 
hers of'the Legislative Council, summoned as a Privy C'iuncil; 
was discussed at large, and resulted in a recommendation, by a^ 
majority of that body, tliat the certificates must be granted un- 
der the then existing laws Of the State to the persons to wliom 
they were subsequently given, and the wliole merits of the con- 
tioversy. left to the decision of Congress* This result not be- 
ing satisfactory to those persous who did not receive the certi-. 
ficates^ theys and their fri<;nds have taken, such course as they 
thought projier to .do respecting it, and whtt^cr that course has 
been.welior ill chcj^eny all will be permitted to judge according^ 
{qr their habits of^thiuki.ng and actiug. Every review of the 
opinion expressed at that time, has only confirmed, me in the 
Uehef that the law was faithfullydecJared, aqd beyond that, for 
myselflifeel no concern.. In counting tlic votes^thc Governor 
aii<L.Ci3iH»rcil are/jxii^tmal~offitci*9) having no jinliciil power.. 
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The township officers make their returns t6 tjio cFerks of the- 
different counties^ and those officers to the Gbvernor. The- 
derks base their return exclusively upon the returns made tO' 
them by the township election officers. They cannot modify 
or alter them in any way^ and the Grdvernor and Council in 
this respect, as counting officers of a higher grade, must rest 
also only on the returns made to them by the clerks, and can- 
not vary or depart from them. So far as any difficulty is tre- 
ated by the return itself, as by mistakes inadditiouy mis-spelling 
the name of a candidate, the omission of a letter, or by any 
other irregularity appearing on the face of the return, the facts 
being before the Governor and his Council, may be and should 
always be counted in such wa^ as to carry out the clear inten- 
tion of the voter. In the present instance every vote was 
given to the candidates according to such intent, so far as the 
same could be ascertained by the returns before us. We re- 
fused to go out of the returns made by the clerks, from a con- 
viction that we had no power by law so to do. Sqch was the 
advice given me by my constitutional advisers, and in their 
opinion 1 did then and^o now coincide. Was it ever intended 
to give to the Governor any power over the retuiUs which the 
clerks should make ? Has he the right to reject any return, or 
to require or dictate any modification of it ? No such power 
ever was, in my opinion, confided to him, and none such I trust, 
will ever be placed in the hands of one man. This would be 
a dangerous delegsition of power, and one which T would resist 
in common with every other citizen of the State. He must 
count the votes as the returning officer sends them; without ex- 
ercising any controlling influence. Great importance has been 
attached to the words in the law which require the Governor 
•and Privy Council to determine tho six persons for representa- 
tivesj "who Jiavethe greatest number of votes from the Ahole 
State.'* What votes are here referred to ? Clearly those con- 
tained in the returns of the clerks- Tiie act itself so declares. 
What else could govern the counting officer ? Is he to bo. 
guided by rumor, by the statements of individuals, by certifi- 
cates of township officers; or must he be governed by the re-* 
turns made by the officers appointed by law ? It seems to me • 
there cannot rest a doubt on the question. The return mado 
by the clerk of Cumberland, was a general one, in strict con- 
formity to the act, giving the aggregate vote for each candidate/ 
in the wlrole county, without specifying the townships, and pur^ 
ported to be a full return of ail the votes of the county. SVas- 
this return to be rejected, and 4f $o, for what reason ( The re- 
turn of the clerk of Middlesex specified the townships^ and ass 
tu the township ot'South Amlioy^-.decIaredth«t no return had«

Ueeti made to him from thsit township accoi*ding to law. W«S 
thQ Governor and Council a rights in such case, to say to the*^ 
elerkf your return is false ; the township officers at South Am- 
boy have made a return to you according to law ? It is idle to^ 
talk of any such power ; the exercise of it would violate the 
whole spirit and intention of tlie act Is it not perceived that 
such a construction would make tlie Governor and^ouncil, who 
by law are mere counting officers, tlie arbiters of the whole elec- 
tion, and if they may go this length without the sanction of law, 
they may, with the same propriety, hold a grand inquest over the 
whole election and sit in judgment upon the entire canvass. So 
arbitrary and illegal an act on the part of your executive offi- 
cers, would receive universal condemnation. It has been fur- 
ther insisted that the Governor was bound by law to send to the 
clerk of Middlesex for a return of the votes of the township of 
South Amboy, which by his certificate appeared not to have 
been made to him according to law. I have searched in vain 
for any such law. None such exists. The only case provided 
for by the statute is where the clerk of a qounty mak^s no re- 
turn at all. In such case the Governor has authority to send 
for his return, and only in such case. There were returns made 
• by the clerks from every county before the count was made,- 
and by law we were bound to accept and act upon them* The 
precedents were found on enquiry to be all in conformity with 
this view of the case. There is not a single instance where 
any Governor and Council even went beyond the clerk's return, 
or ever acted upon any other evidence than his certificate. On 
the contrary, there are many cases which sanction the con- 
struction which was adopted. Several of the members of 
Council had been members two years before, when the very 
same questions arose in acasefrom Somerset county, and the* 
rule was considered as settled by that case. 

You will perceive that I place myself and those gentlemen' 
who acted with me, upon the single ground of having faithfully 
executed the law. If we live under a government of laws, we 
must follow thpm, implicitly, without fear or favor; and all 
good citizens will sustain their public officers in so doing. If 
any injustice has been done, the remedy is a plain one. The 
power is with Congress; thej alone have the right to rectify 
the error if any exists. 

So far as the conduct of the clerks of Middlesex and Cum- 
berland is conceriied, it does not become me to speak. That 
tiiey acted as, faithful public officers under a solemn sense of 
obligation, and with a higher regard for the authority of law 
than the praises or censures of men. I never had a doubt. 

It is much to be regretted that thisjq^iestion^ should have as- 
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•umeif a mere partj aspect. Prom that moment all reason* aM 
argument ceased, and were followed* only by denunciation 
and passion. If I could beHeve that f possessed one secret 
spring of action that looked like ar desire to usurp either the 

fsrsonal or political rights of the humbles^t citizen of the state, 
should hold myself unworthy of farther public confidence. No^ 
gentlemen, nothing is farther removed from my wishes of in- 
tention, and IfeeMt right thus publicly to assure you that all the 
allegations which have been fnade, of any interference on my 
part, either direct or indrrect, with the clerk of any county, a^ 
to the nature or form of the return winch he should make, are 
utterly ^vithout foundation. 

I am led to this explanation in this places not so; much from 
a belief that it is at all necessary, as from an habitual respect 
forthe opinion of my fellow citizens. No single subject in New* 
Jersey was ever made a more direct question before the people, 
at an election, than this has been. They have rendered their 
judgment, and wliilel have reason as a public oflBcer to feel as 
I do feel, highly gratified at the result, I have no desire to ap- 
propriate it to myself as a personal consideration, but shall al- 
ways regard it as tlie testimony of a noble and intelligent peo- 
plC) in favor of the laws and their faithful execution. I leave 
this whole subject with a single remark, which the history of all 
governments proves to be true, that the rights and liberties of a 
people will never be in danger from any man, however great 
his power or exalted his station, who exercises the authority 
«onferred upon him within the prescribed limits of law, and that 
they are never safe in the hands- of any who transcend those 
limits. 

It was naturally to be expected, that amid the conflicts ofpar- 
ties often times nearly balanced, defects would be discovered in 
the law regulating elections. The laws of this State on that 
subject, had beeu. passed at different times and wet*e scattered 
through the statute book, so that it required much investiga- 
tion to ascertain on any disputed point what the law really was.. 
This rendered it necessary that they should be compiled and 
brought together in a single view. The principle was conceded' 
by all that the law should be so framed a^ to enable the counts 
ing officers to give certificates in the first instance to those who* 
should have the largest numerical vote, leaving the other party, 
if so inclined, to urge his claims before the constitutional tri^ 
^ bunals. The examination made by the last Legislature In de^ 
ciding the contested election in tlie county of Cumberland, had 
shewn great abuses of the elective franchise ; so great as to have^ 
changed the representation from that county in the Legislature 
if not Gorcectedf^atid'tfae pablie voiee in many parts ot the State 
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'I*eq4iU*ed4>ftbeir representatives to provide a reiiwdy for tbe 
difficaltiefi and defects which experience had $hewn to exist. — 
These considerations led to the passage of the act at your last 
session, entitled *« fin act to regulate eleqtion^/^ I am not 
aware that that law makes any material alterations in the prin- 
ciples which have always prevailed in our elections. It does al- 
ter the mode of conducting them. Th« qualifications of the vo-^ 
ters are nearly the same, and the requirementsirespecting aliens 
only a declaration of what the laVv was before. The only legal 
evidence of naturalization has al\^ajs heen the record or a duly 
certified copy. Before this act diUferent rules obtained on thi« 
subject at differen^t polls. At some the production of a cbpy of 
thelecord was required and at others not. The rule must now 
be uniform, and I am satisfied that experience will prove it t& 
be right. The law was never intended to interfere with t lie 
rights of any legal voter, but only to prevent frauds. The 
stranger who seeks among us a home, whether from oppression 
or choice^ has a right to full protection the same as a native 
citizen. His person and liis property are as sacred. When 
naturalized he has the same privileges as a voter, and all have^ 
a common interest in preventing this privilege from being exer- 
cised by those who owe allegiance to foreign, po)vers. It was to 
have been expected that there would be individual cases of hard- 
ship arising luidcr the Jaw when first carried into<effect, whicli 
will never occur again, and I cannot but believe, that if correct- 
ly administered, it will meet the wishes of the people. You 
have been able to observe what has been its practical operation 
in your respective counties, if it be calculated to deprive by any 
of its features the legal voter of the exercise of his privileges,> 
it should be promptly altered f but the safeguards which it has- 
placed around the ballot-box should be adhered to as the secu- 
rity of the citizen. Unless these are maintained, it is but mock- 
ery to continue the forms of an election. 

Incompliance with the direction contained ia the last of a 
series ^ resolutions, passed at the last session of the Legisla- 
ture, in relation to the public lands, I forwarded shortly after 
their passage copies of the resolutions, together with the report 
on that subject to each of the Senators and Representatives in 
Congress, from this State, and to the respective Governors of 
the several states of the Union. The interest of the old states 
ill tills idinicuf^e inlicritance, earned by the valor of our fathers, 
can never be Biirrcndered without a struggle. It was time for 
New Jersey to declare her sentiments on the subject; and I 
have no doubt that the report and resolutions meet the decidedi; 
mpprobiition of the whole body of our citizens. There certainly 
catLbc 110 soiuid reason, why> the new states wbiohahave come: 
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into being «ince these lands wereacquiredt should liavef the ex- 

clttsive benefit of them. They are the common property of the 

, whole, and any act by the Federal Grovernraent which shoold 

alienate the share of any portion of it would be grossly unjustr 

The law of 1838 makes it the duty of the Treasurer of the 
state, as soon as his accounts shall be audited, to submit to the 
Legislature a balance sheet, exhibiting the general items of ex-^ 
penditure^ the amount of receipts, and the sources whence they 
have been received. Also the indebtedness of the State if any, 
and how and where ; together with a full statement of the con- 
dition of the School Fund. This report will be furnished to 
yen, by which you will have a correct and connected statement 
of the finances of the State. I do not deem it necessary to an- 
ticipate thi« report, and will only state generally that I am in- 
formed by the Treasurer, that when his accounts shall be ex- 
hibited, they will show that the receipts into the Treasury, ap- 
plicable to the current expenses for the year, amount to about 
the sum of $80,000 ; and that thecurrent expenses of the year 
will tall rather short of that sum. 

You will find that no money has been expended except such 
as was directed by the Legislature. For my own paK I ob- 
serve one rule on this subject, and sign no drafts on the Treas- 
ury unless there is a law to authorize it. There will be/ some- 
times claims against the State presented| which are just and 
reasonable in themselves, but it is safer tnrat they should wait 
your action before they are paid. We have much reason to fe- 
licitate ourselves upon the .state of our finances, the economy of 
.our expenses, and freedom from debt, except to a small amount^ 
at a time when so many of our sister states are involved by 
large foreign obligations, in the embarrassments which prevail 
throughout the commercial world. 

The School Fund after deducting g30,000, the present* year- 
ly appropriation amounts at this time to about S285,000. 

There are in the institutions in the cities of New York and 
Philadelphia, for the instruction of^ the deaf and dumb, eigh- , 
teen children supported at the expense of the State, and ten at 
the institutions for educating the blind. The term allowed 
for the instruction of these cliildren having in several instances 
run out during the year, others have been substituted in their 
place. The selection has always been made in the order of the 
applications. 

The report of the Quarter Master General berewith enclo- / 
sed, will shew the number and condition of the arms and equip- 
ments belonging to the State. I fe^l that you would be richly 
paid by a visit to the Armory, at the same time that you would 
be giving encouragement to the conmeodable spirit and perse- 
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'veranoe of the officer who has the charge of 4hts departnreot. 

I h(Aped that Pr jfessor P^ogers would have been able by this 
time to complete his report of the geological survey of the 
State, but I learn recently from hiiQ that this must be deferred 
to the beginning of FebrAiary next* I enclose his communiea'* 
tion that you may see tlie reasons which have occasioned the 
delay. 

It appears by a report recently made to me by ike keeper 
of the State Prison* that the number of prisoners at this time 
is 161, being two less than at the same period last year. By 
this it would seem that crime has not increased among us, but 
the number of convicts is still lamentably great The earnings 
of the Prison in the same report for the past year, are estima- 
ted at |&9,96l 95, and the expenses not including the salaries of 
the officers, at g8,901 74. 

You may expect a report from the Trustees of the School 
Fund during your session. The subject of common school edu- 
cation is at all times entitled to ^^our highest consideration. It 
can never fail to interest us all, intimately connected as it is 
with the intelligence and virtue of the people, on which alone 
our institutions^ securely stand. I invite your attention to an 
improvement in our system suggested in the last Report of the 
Trustees of the School Fund, that some mode ^hould he adop« 
ted for educating teacliers and qualifying them for the discharge 
of their responsible iuties. It is diecidedly better to have no 
School in a district, than to have one under the government of 
an illiterate or immoral teacher. 

A commission of five gentlemen residing in different parts of 
tlie State was constituted during the year, agreeably to a joint 
i*esolution at the last session, to make certain enquiries in rela- 
tion to the Lunatics in the State. As the compensation fixed 
by the resolution was small, I was obliged to rely upon the be- 
nevolent zeal of certain gentlemen in order to attain the object 
of the resolution. I am informed that they have performed this , 
service, and will be able to furnish you during the vsession ^ith 
the result of their investigations. The number of this unfprtU'- 
nate class will, I am persuaded, surprise those who have not 
turned their attention to the subject. If there be any thing in 
human affliction which should excite our syn^pathy and succor, 
it is found in the deplorable condition of that portion of our fel- 
low men, who have in the inscrutable decrees of Providence 
been deprived of their reason.. Let me bespeak for this inter- 
esting subject that liberal action which ^shall be worthy of a 
feeling and a christian people.

Respectfully REPORT to the Legislature of New-Jersey, 
that durir% the present year, they have, in the fulfilment of the-^

^ and tuitiqn five approved youths as apprentices, which said '- 
youths were duly examined in May last, as directed in Section 
19th. And one Deputy Pilot has been examined^ found quali- 
fied, and commissioned as a Branch Pilot 

During this year (1839) 340 vessels have been brought into- 
port and 260 taken out, — making a total of 600 for the nine 
months ending on the 30th of September la^, and no one in- 
stance in this number has been known of loss or accident. 

The Commissioners feel gratified in being able to inform the 
Legislature that the efforts of the New-Jersey Pilots continue 
to give satisfaction to those connected with the commercial in- 
terests of our State, and our great neighboring 'City ; and the 
fact that very many vessels have been boarded by the New-Jer- 
sey Pilots from 20 to 100 miles from the land gives ample evi- 
dence of their vigilance and zeal. 

The commissioners, with deep. regret liave to 'State the loss of 
one of the Pilot boats belonging to theesttablishment (the John 
McKeon,) which from the circumstance of her not being heard 
of since]August the 29th, doubtless took place in the almost un- 
exampled gale of that date which swept along our coast and^ 
proved so fatal and so injurious to the navigation interests. 
She had on board at the time, one a^prentiee and three boat- 
men. 

The New -York Pilot boat Gratitudehaving not been heard^ 
of since thesabe gale, like fears of her loss are entertained, and 
increases our regret that so many valuable lives, whose most* 
unremitting exertions h'Sd ^been used to benefit the wayworn 
mariner, should be taken at the same time. 

The commissioners most resj)ectfully leave to the philanthro- 
py of the Legislature the propriety of some token of their sym- 
pathy with the families of the decieased and the loss of the sur--

By the law, passed in 1838, it is made the duty of the trea« 
surer, immediately after his accounts shall be audited by the 
committee appointed for that purpose, to submit to the legisla- 
ture a balance sheet exhibiting the general items oF expendi- 
ture — the amount of receipts, and the sources whence they have 
been received; the indebtednes9 of the state, if any, how and 
where; the amount of school fund, and how invested*; the 
amount of bank tax, and the sum^ applied to common schoiila^ 
and how disposed of, &c. 

In obedience to the requirements of this act, I have th« hon- 
or to present the accompanying statement* 

By this statement it will appear that the receipts into the 
treasury during the present year amount to one hundred and 
twenty-six thousand five hundred and ninety-seven dollaraand 
sixty-seven cents. 

Of this sum about forty thousand dollars have been applied 
to the payment of the public debt and interest ; about fifteen 
thousand dollars have been paid on account of the state prisonr 
for completing it, for the saJary of tlie officers, and for trans- 
portation of prisoners, and costs of conviction ; and about six- 
ty-two thousand dollars have been appropriated to the pay- 
ment of the ordinary expenditures of the government, leaving 
a balance in the treasury of nine thousand two hundred and 
thirteen dollars and eighteen cents. 

It will also be observed that there has been ti considerable 
increase in the item of expenditures for costs on connction of 
criminals. The great diversity in making out and taxing 
these bills of cost by the clerks of the different counties, seems 
to me to show that some legislative provisioa is necessary on 
the subject, the bills in some instances varying ft*om ten to for- 
ty per cent. The act w4iich nrrakes it the duty of the treasurer 
to examine all bills of costs presented for payment, and to re* 
turn them to the court to be re^taxed, if any items are charged 
contrary to law, is diffieult as^ well a« unpleasant in its execu- 
tion — difficult because the law provides that no item or items, 
shall be allowed when the services have not actually been per- 
formed, and shall so appear on^the minutesof the court— 4ind 
yet in no one instance has a copy of the minutes of the court- 
been furnished ; and unpleasant, because although taking the" 
law alone as my guide in the discharge of my duty» I have fre-- 
qoentiy been met witb the plea x»f hardship, and even tin 
•bai|;9 of injui^ce|«wlicre BoaUowAMe waa made (ot sermes* 
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which were alleged to have been performed. But the unequal 
effect of this law will be made more apparent when it is ob- 
served that one of the counties of the state has drawn from the 
treasury, during the present year, upwards of eighteen hundred 
and fifty dollars, a sum more than equal to the amount drawn 
by one half of the counties, while some have not drawn a dollar. 

It likewise appears that erf^rs have heretofore existed in 
some of the counties in making out the bills of cost on inquisi- 
tions^ by which considerable sums of money have annually 
been drawn from the treasury not warranted by law, as I un- 
derstand it. An effort has been made to correct these errors, 
and I have the satisfaction to add, that in most cases it has 
been successful. 

I think it proper, also, to mention that some difference of 
opinion has existed between the officers of the Camden and 
Amboy Railroad and Transportation Company, and those of 
the New-Jersey Railroad and Transportation Company, and 
myself, with regard to the construction of some of the proviso 
ions of their acts of incorporation, and thc^ supplements thereto> 
respecting the amount of transit duties requii^ed to be paid to 
the state ; and as the amount derived from those companies 
does and must continue to form a very material Item in the 
permanent revenues of the state, it becomes important that a 
fair, liberal, and equitable construction should be put upon 
these acts of incorporation.. 

The faithfulness of the state in protecting those companies 
in their rights and privileges should, and it is fair to presume 
will, at all times be met by a readiness to fulfil, on their paH^ 
what the >aw requires. The attention of the legislature is res- 
pectfully solicited to this subject. 

By the annexed statenvent it will be seen, that although the 
expenses of the government for the present year have been in- 
creased a little over the preceding year, that this has principal- 
ly arisen from the investjgatioQ of the Cumberland election, 
the increased expenditure on account of deaf, dumb, blind and 
insane, of revolutionary pensioners, and of costs on convic- 
tions. But if i^e balance remaining in the ^ treasury, and the 
twenty thousand dollars state tax,, that will be paid during* the 
coming months of December and January, be applied to the 
public debt (the purpose for w^hich the tax was ^ordered to be 
collected) the debt during the present year will be reduced up- 
wards of forty thousand dollars, after meeting all the expendi- 
tures of the government. 

With regard to the school fund, it is proper to< remark, that 
notwithstanding ten thousand dollars have b«en appropriated 
to the use of common schoolsy in the present^ ovej? former ye»r» 
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Texcept'tlie preceding one,) yet there will be added to that' 
fimd about ten thousand dollars* 

I take the liberty, before dosing this communication, again 
earnestly, though respectfullyy to-call the attention of the legis- 
lature to the unprotected condition of the papera and docu- 
ments in the treasury department ; and, if it be thought inex- 
pedient at this time to incur the expense of erecting an office, 
it is hoped that autI|ority will be given to purchase a safe or 
iron chest, in which the most valuable papers and evidences of 
the public funds may be preserved from destruction by fire or 
otherwise. The increased responsibility of the treasurer, in 
consequence of the repeated instances of fire and burglary, I 
trust will be a sufficient apology fbr again recurring to this 
subject* All which is respectfully submitted.

BEPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE SCHOOL FUN©, 



To the Bonorable the Legislature of the State of J^ew- Jersey : 

The Trustees of the School Fund have the honor to present 
the following Report : . ^ 

By the fourteenth section of the act to establish public 
schools, passed the first day of March, eighteen hundred and 
thirty-eight, it is made the du^y of the trustees of the school 
fund to prepare and submit an annual report to the legislature, 
containing a statement of the condition of public schools 
throughout the state; estimates and accounts of expenditures 
of all moneys appropriated by law to the purposes of educa- 
tion ; together with all such matters relating to education as 
they may deem it expedient to communicate. 

THE CONDITION OF THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The condition of the public schools throughout the state, so 
far as tlie trustees have been able to ascertain the same, will 
appear by a reference to the annexed table, marked Ji^ This 
table contains an abstract <ii the reports made by the school 
committees of the several townships in the state, for the year 
ending the fourth day of -March, 18S9, and exhibits the num- 
ber of^school districts in each township, the number of children 
between ^he ages of five and sixteen years in each district, th 
number of sc^lars taught therein, the terms of tuition, the 
length of time the schools have been kept open, and the amount 
ofimoney^received froni4be towjisbifcollectaps. Xhe annexed 
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table, markedly contains a snmniary of the same matters in a 
more condensed form. 

There are seventeen counties in the state, and oi^e hundred 
and thirty-nine townships, including the cities of Newark and 
Jersey City. In the counties of Morris, Warren, Middlesex, 
Monmouth, and Gloucester, all the townships but one have 
made returns; in Bergen, Hunterdon, and Cape May, all but 
two ; in Passaic, Somerset, Mercer, and Cumberland, all but 
three ; and in Essex, all but four. In Sussex, but .six town- 
ships out of eleven, and in Salem, but three out of nine, have 
made returns. From the county of Atlantic, no returns what- 
ever have been received. 

In the eighty-nine townships from which returns have been 
received there are nine hundred and forty-two school districts, 
and of these eight hundred and thirty-five have made reports. 
How many school districts have been organized in the town- 
ships from which no returns have been received, the trqstees 
have not the means of ascertaining. While they cannot but 
regret that there are fifty townships in the state, the school 
committees of which have entirely neglected to perform the 
duties enjoined upon them, yet, when it is recollected that tho 
law has but recently gone into operation, and the delay and 
embarrassment almost necessarily consequent upon the intro- 
duction of a new system, are taken into consideration, it ought 
not, perhaps, to be a matter of surprise that more returns have 
not been received. In this respect, if in no other, the act of 
1838 has proved of more practical utility than any which pre- 
ceded il. 

It appears that the whole number of children between the 
ages of five and sixteen years residfng in the districts from 
which returns have been received, is sixty-four thousand four 
hundred and eleven, while the number of children attending 
school is but thirty-three thousand nine hundred and fifty-four, 
or but little over one half. This is a most fearful disparity, 
and if it is to be taken as a true index of the proportion which 
exists in New-Jersey, between the whole number of children of 
an age to attend school and the nunaber in actual attendance, it 
is calculated to awaken serious reflection. It would present a 
most melancholy contrast to the condition of common schools 
and the difTusion of education in some of our sister states. But 
this comparative statement must be taken with some grains of 
allowance. There is some relief to the dark picture which it 
exhibits. 

In tiie first place, the returns of the number of children at- 
tending school do not profess to be made with entire accuracy- 
Some of them are confessedly only conjectural. We may ia- 
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flalgptbelTpe, fli^rtforcb ^Qiat the flitmlier of cMIdren in on 
public schools is really oot so small as tho returns would indi- 
•cate. In the next placet the returns show only the number of 
chHdren attending school at a given period, or the average nntan- 
ber of those who have »tt««}ded throughout the year. They 
dfi^ not gi¥e» nor would It perhaps have be^n practicable to do 
so, the whole numberof scholars who have atten(Ved fara lon- 
ger or m shorter period at any time during the year. In 
<agt*ic«Itural districts, where the popniatton is sparse and tho 
school hovses reradte from the residences of the children, it 
doubtless <often happens that many are sent for a single tiuar- 
ter, some for half the year only, and comparatively few Attend 
the whole period during which the schools are kept open* 
There may, thvs, be a succession of children at the same 
school, and, while but a portiion of them may have enjoyed 
th^ advantages of a constant and regular attendance, all inay 
have shared soofiewhat in its benefits. In addttion to all this, 
it is to be remembered that the returns embrace only those 
children who J»ave atteded public schools. They do not in- 
clude tho^e who have attendjed private schools, and who, in 
«ome of the districts, probably constitute a very considerable 
proportion of the children between the ages of five and sixteen 
years. '. . , 

But, after every deduction is made, the painful truth forces 
]t3eU upon our conviction, that there are ^thousands of children 
HI the state of New- Jersey, between the ages of five and six- 
teen who never go to school , Surely this wo^td be sufQcient, 
if other arguments were wanting, to induce an enlightened 
legislatare to make the most strenuous and unremitting efforts 
for the improvement and extension of our present school syS. 
tern. The first duty of a free stat^ is to see that all its chil- 
dren are provided with the means of education. . 

The number of children attending school, in proportion to 
those between the ages of five and sixteen, appears to be great- 
er In the county of Burlington than in any other portion of the 
state. TJiis may be in a great measure ascribed to the fact, 
that the society of Friends, who have always been the liberal 
patrons of education, here compose so large and respectable 
a part of the population ; w(iile, on the other hand, the com- 
paratively small number of children who have attended the 
public schools in the counties of Essex and Mercer, may be 
owing to tlie existence of many flourishing private schools In 
each of these counties. 

The average number of children who have been instructed 
in the districts from which returns have been received is about 
forty-one ; that is, forty -one children have, on an average, at- 
5 ' . \ - ' ^- 
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ien^ed the po1>Iie sdiooTs in cfach distriet, eM^et* Che wliidle ^r 
^ paH of the time during which the schooln have been kept opeir. 
A single teacher, as there are few distr^ets which bare more,^ 
could not, perhaps, very advantageously infitruot a much lar- 
ger number of scholars^ 

The average period of time during which the schools ha^e 
Jl^ecn kept open in each district, is about eight months in the 
year. But this period varies very considerably in the differ- 
ent counties. Thus, in the county of Bergen, schools have 
jbeen kept open an average period of eliiven months, in the coun- 
ties of Somerset and Burlington, an average period often 
raontli^ ; in the counties of Essex, Passaic, Morris and Mercer 
an avi ntge period of nine montits ; in the counties of Sussex^ 
Wai ITU, Middlesex, Hunterdon and Monmouth, an average pe- 
riod of eight months ; in the counties of Gloucestei*^ Salem, 
and Cumberland, an average period of five months ; and in 
the C(#mity of Cape May, an average period of two months. 

Tiio average price of tuition in the districts from which re- 
tarn,4 hiive been received, is a fraction less than two dollars a 
i[uartcr lor each scholar.. The lowest pricp paid for tuition 
In any of the counties, is in Cape May, where it is but oie 
dolhu" luid thirty-three cents. Thus the average rate of wa* 
i;es received by the teachers of public schools in the state of 
^ew-Jersey would seem to be about eighty dollars a quarter. 
This is believed to be a more Kberal compensation than they 
;ire in tlie habit of obtaining in some of the neighboring states ; 
_and were our schools well attended and kept open, as they 
should be* throughout the year^ it ought to secure the services 
of comjxetei^t, teachers. 

Upon the whole, although our public schools are far from 
heing in a flourishing condition, yet it is gratifying to find that 
the reports of the school cotnrhittees, from almost every coun- 
:ty in the state, present them as improving. The peoy^le, it is 
said, are becoming alive to their importance, aud begin to man- 
ifest some interest on their behalf. The act, too^, of 1833, it is 
j^Imost universally admitted, is the best law we have ever had 
upon the subject of schools, and has most agreeably disappotn t- ^ 
jed the expectations that were formed of it. Althougl^ but ^ 
feeble and imperfect system, and much below the spiiit and 
^ants of the age, yet has it done much good, and been proJtic- 
tive of the most beneficial resnits. 
ESTIMATES AND EXPENDITURES OP SCHOOL MONEYS. 

In conformity with the provisions of the first section of the 
;ilctJi)d-oref<cferred to, the trustees, on the first Monday ofApril, 
IfeSB, s^ppropriated, out of the income of the school fund, the 
sum ^f thirty tbouaaud dollars for the support of the public 
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sdiiK^ls in fli« nt^ of tttv^^Jemty, d'lD'fiig tlie feur milng otr 
the fourtd of March, 1839* This sum was apportioned among 
the several counties, in the ratio of the taxes paid by them for 
the support of the government of the state during the preced- 
ing yeai% . A true list of this apportionment was made out 
and tfled with tlie treasurer of the state, by whom the money 
was paid to theqollectors of the several counties respectively. 
Sfolement C, hereto annexed', cotrfkins a copry of said appor- 
tionment. 

The whole amount of money received from tlie townshfp coT- 
lectors by the districts which have made returns, is J543,3d9'.3%. 
This includes not only their propt)rtion of the gsO,000 appiti- 
priated out of tlie income of the school funifl, but also their share' 
of aU other moneys raised by the townships for the support of 
public schools. What their proporti()n of the SS30,000 v^ould 
be, cannot be stated with precision, because tliere are no means 
of aiicertaining the proportion which the children between the 
ages of five and sfxteen resrJing in the districts which have' 
made returns, bear to the whole number of children within' 
those ages residing in the state. B^t it cannot vary far ft*onr 
S5l7,OO0. This would leave 226,33^.3^ as their share of thu 
moneys raised by the townships for the support of schools. So* 
that for everydoHar received by the townships out of the income 
of the school fund, one dollar and fifty -three cents have been 
raised by them for the purposes of education. When it bi re- 
collected that the townships are utidef no obtigafionf to raise a' 
dollar in aid of the school fund, at^d that they are not permit- 
ted to raise more tha,n twice the amount which they receive from' 
that source, this must Be deemed a most gratifying resuft. It 
shows that there is a spirit an^ong tRe people, wlrich*, ifsecond- 
ed by liberal and enlightened legislation, will soon make our 
school system all that the most ardent friends of educati6n can 
desire. 

This spirit, however, manifiests itself much more conspic- 
uously in some counties than in others. Take the county of 
Morris, (or instance, m whifch, judging fronrr the returns of the 
school committees, a deeper interest is felt In tlie* subject iif 
education than fn any other county in the state; She receives' 
from the income of the school fund But $QS^% and yet the 
amount expended By her in support of Schools Is S646d.91, ex- 
clusive of the township' of Randolph, fi-om Which no returns 
have been receivedl The people of Mbrris" have raised" by^ 
taxation all that'tHfe Taw would permit them ttt raise f&r tfie'sup- 
port of schools, and* their coniplaint is, that they are not per- 
mitted to raise more. In Monmouth and MiiiUfesex* toOf the 
MioonVNifsedByyoAiittarjf taxatton far exceeAi^at received 
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from the ^tate. In two of the towncthips of BarlTiigton fcoiiiity, 
^ne, the amount paid hy the collectors for the support of schools^ 
is 5S£566^5r, nearly as^rauch. as the whole county receives from 
the school fufid ;; while, on the other han(l> ixif eight townships 
of the county of Slssex,from which' returns have been received^, 
there appeai*s to have been appropriated for the support of 
schooU onLy 21595.979 less than thirty dollars for each district. 
This^ it i* true, does not embrace the city of Newark, which 
eontatnd so- large a portion of the population of the county, and^ 
&om: which, tt is deeeply tt) be regretted that no returns have 
been received.* The whole amount received from the town- 
ship collectors, in the distriots which have made returns, will 
average aboutone dollar and twenty-seven cents for each scho- 
hir, afidi about fiffy-two dollars for each school district. 

This money appears to have been^ex]>ended by the trustees 
of the school districts tiirougl^out the state iti various ways. 
In some instances it has been appropriated exclusively to the 
schooling of poor children. Sometimes it has been expendecb 
fcr the building or repairing of school-bouses, sometimes for* 
the purchase of fuel. More freqfiently, however, it has been 
equally divided' among the children* attending; schooU^andv ap- 
plied* to< tho pf^yraent of the expenses of^ tuition* Tti some few^ 
instances it does not appear to have been expended at all, but 
to have remained' unempio} ed tO' the hand.^ of the trustees^of the^ 
schools or the township collector. 

The whole amount of moneys paid for tuition in the districts^ 
which have made retiirnstis ^:l81,i)88. Deducting from this^ 
jS4S;d^0,S2, the sum received from the township collectors, there 
would rem^ini,iS7974SXS^^» the amount paid by the parents 
orgiiardians of children for the- expenses of tuition. This, 
however, is upon the supposition: that the wlnde of the moneys 
receivedTrom the townshipcollectors has gone towards the pay- 
ment of the teachers'* wages ; wliereas a« portion of it, as we 
have seen^ has been expended in the erection and repair of 
sohool-houses and the purchase of fuel. It would then^ per- 
haps, be fair to estimate that about one-fifth of the wJiole expen- 
ses of tuition is defrayed out of the public funds^ and the re- 
maliMiig rour-filths paid by indivUluah. 

No poition of the money received fi'<»m the township collec- 
tors Uy itie truHte&i of the scliool districts appears to have been- 
cxpeitilL'd in the purchase of books. This, liowever^ is one of 
the objects to which, by law, it may be applied ; and it is much, 
to be desired that in every (listrict a small 8um;shouId be set 
apart every year for tlie purcha'ie of a library. The amount 
£^^^fu£ this purpose would not be large, and jt^is imj)ossi^ 
Ste Statement E; hereto -a^nneied.. 
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Ue to eftlcttlnto ibe ffBoA'tliftt m^M^rotidt rnuii4t,*parttailiM4jr 
HI the more sequestered* districts. There are large s^tbns oC 
the state In whicb^ tber^* are no public libraries and many 
iiei§(hborhood^*dbubtfesS|Where, with the etception-of the Bible, 
tio books are: to' be found adapted* to youth, altd' calculated to 
cduvey liserul* information in a pleftilinjg form: There has lately 
Iteen puMislied in the state of NeW-t^ork* jiiider the direction 
of' the superintendent of dommon schools, a series of bboks of 
this description, desfg-hed'to form a district library. It embra- 
ces fifty voluHies, upofi a variety of sttbjects,judicioiisly selects, 
afid the" whole expense, including a neat book-case, is but 
twenty dollars. A second series of books of the same descrip- 
tion is also in the course of publication. The trustees have stku- 
posed' th^t ttiey Would be performing an acceptable service oy 
selecting from these two series, such* books asnn their opinion 
would' be most suitable for a dti^trict riKrafe*y^iri the stater of N- 
Xersey. Statement IK hereto annexed, contains a li^tof these 
books, consisting of fifty voHitnes. 

GENERAL' OBSERVATIONS^ 

In the last arinual report of the trustees of thb school fund. , 
made the sixth day of Februaiy, lS39,-it Was very respectfully 
suggested, that, among the improvements necessary to complete 
and pcrfectour present system of public schools, the following" 
were worthy the attentibn of the legislature. 

i. A provision which should^make'it obligatory ujion the in- 
habitants of e\'ery township to raise, by taxation, a sum at 
least equal to what they recelv% fromtKe state, before they arc 
permitted to participate in the poblic bounty. 

2; The removal of the restriction which is imposed upon* 
the inhabitants of townships, as to the amount which they may ' 
raise, by taxation or otherwise; for the support of public schools 
and in aid of the funds of th^ state. 

3. The erection of schools for the express purpose of eduta- 
ting teachers, and qualifying them^for the discharge of their' 
responsible duties. 

4'« Sbm^ provision for tlie pnrpose of suppl^ing^'evcry^dittrict* 
school with a small library, together with a few globes, maps,< 
and other similar atds in'^the acquisitionr of knowledge. 

5. The generaf elevation of the standard of public instruc- 
tion, and the introduction of many useful ^nd necessary branch- 
es of knowledge, which are now seldom' taught in our common 
schools. 

Subsequent reflection and observation have only tended to- 
strengthen, in the opinion df the trustees, the value and impor-- 
tance of these suggestions^ Some of«them| it is^obvioos^ can^^

pKshment ;: bdit there are -oUierSr in refererence to which the"* 
iflninediate-actlon^or. the legislature is mii^t earnestly invited. 
'% That the inhabitants of the ttiwnships sliould^be under no ob-- 
ligation to .raise money by takatipn^ inlaid of the funds of the 
state, is a. prominent defect, in pur present systemii and one , 
which stands in need of instant correction. It never was de- 
signed that the whole^.oreven the principal part of the ei^pense 
,oi supporting. public 8chool.«i should be defrayed put of the in- 
oeme of. the schoolTund. It is atpresetit* entirely inadequate 
for that purpose^. Nor is it, perhaps, to be desired that th^ 
fund evershould accumulate to such an extent as to render a, 
resorti to all other sources unnecessary. It is an observatioin, 
no less true than trite, that we are not apt to set a. very high 
value upon that which costs ^is-nothing.. Besides, an education 
whoUyat the expense of. the state might come to^be regarded 
in the lightiofi'a public charity, and as such be received* with 
reluctanceor disdain.. Education should be placed within the 
reach of; all ;ibut some effort should berequired, some sacrifices 
calkd;C(ir, in order to obtain it Without this, the people will 
not be very Jikely to take much interest in it, or to give them- 
selves much > ca&*e about it An education gratuitously be*" 
stowed, and thanklessly received, would probabiynot prove to 
b^ a, very, thorough or beneficial one. Now, thte great object' 
of a. school fund is to excite this effort, to awaken^ this interest. 
And the only wayin which this object can be accomplished, is- 
by i^rmitting: none to participate in it but those who are wil- 
ling tacontribute something towards U^ Public bounty should- 
flow^only; in connection with private co<ntributton#- We must 
proceediupon the principle by which, it< is sometimes said, di- 
vine beneficence is regulated — the pmnoiple of helping those- 
wlio-are williog to help themselves.^ This i^ the dtstinguishr 
ing.reataffe in.tho^c systems of<popular education which have 
bisen attetided witk.sueh happy results in . some of our sister 
states, and it is that to which their efficiency and sutscess are^^ 
niainly.ta be ascribed* The^^ant of such a provision in the^ 
act of 1838, was seen and lamented at the time by tlte friends ^ 
^ofiedttdatjoa throughout Uhe state. B|il it was hoped, that in. 
consequence of the deep and general interest which seemed to 
bteifeit by the people of. New- Jersey in tl^e subject of education, 
no practical, inconvenience would result from its omissioh. — , 
This h:ope,. the trustees regret to 'Say, has not been fully reali-^ 
zced. In some of tlic townships not a dollar has been raised 
d4itrit:g4lie past year for the support of schools, and the aoiount . 
received from the state alone has been entirely too small to be 
|fod«U{tive of.nuiclLbenefi^t./ TJie consequence is, that ia some 
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drstl^rcts it Has not Been eitpcnded at all, while in 'others, it 19 
to be feared, it has been appropriated in such a^ay as to ac- 
complish but little good. The absence of this corapiddory jprot 
Tisiori is very generally complained of m the reports of^^the 
school committees^ and a reform* in this particular Uudlj cal^ 
ed for; 

#So, also, in reference to the restrictions imposed' ufion the 
townships, as to the amount which they are permitted to raise 
for the support-of public schools,, the tru»t^s would intite the 
immediate attention of the legislature. The act,of 18S8 pro-. 
Tides that this sum sliall in no case exceed double the amount 
received frorti the state. Whence, it is respectfully asked, the 
necessity of any su«h restriction ? Why should not the people 
of the several townships be permitted to raise by taxation as 
much money as they may deem necessary for the purposes of 
education ? Are they not the best judges oP their own wants ? 
And may they not be safely trusted with their own money ? 
Why should their liberality be fettered, and their zeal be re-- 
pressed by legislative enactment ? Is it apprehended that they 
will imi>overish themselves by excessive taxation, or be too 
prodigal in their expenditures on behalf of education ? It is 
submitted, that our past experience will furnish no ground for 
such apprehensions. 

But if Boim restriction upon the townships should still be 
deen»ed expedient, is it necessary that they should be confined 
within such exceeding narrow limits ? Might not more lati- 
tude in this respect be safely and beneficially allowed to them? 
Twice the amount received from the state, is,, after all, a \try 
small sum to hie expended fop the purposes of education. When 
only thirty thousand dollarsis distributed throu^out the whole 
state, the proportion to which each township is^entitled is but 
• slender and scanty provision for the support of public schools. . 

T^e" erection of schools for the education of- teachers, is also 
a subject of great importance in connection with a system of 
popular inatruciion. It seems to be conceded upon all hands, 
that but little progress is to be made in the work of education 
without a supply of good teachers. You may raise arty amount 
of money for the purpose of education ; you may multiply 
schools without number;. you may furnish them with books 
and fill them with scholars ; but unless you go farther, and 
providecompeteitt teachers, you have legislated to but little 
purpase. Now^ ther^ is nothing in which the pubFte schools of 
New-Jersey are so lamentably deficient as in well-qualified 
teachers. This is a want that is universally felt and dejilored. 
Not only are tbey represtoted as being jincompetent, by reason 
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of tbeir f gnormcft ftnd ittoapacil)^, bul io soma insttme^ ibey 
are described as b^ing notoriously itnmoral and habitually in- 
temperate. TRat the educatibn» the* character, thef destinj of" 
the children of New-Jersey, those who are to form our future 
etate, should be conimittedUc^> such^bamte^- is a reflection welt' 
calculated tb beget alarm: 

There seems to be but one way lirwBich^ a supply of good' 
teachers can be secured, l^hey must be trained to the businesH 
of teaqhtng. They must Be taught the art of teaching. Those* 
who are tb iHstruct others, mtiat themselves be instructed. In^ 
short, there must be schools for the education^of teachers. 

To require that teachers should be examined and licensed, 
will not answer the purpose. Where nearly all are unqualified, 
there is little room for selection. Their deficiencies may in 
tbiis way be exposed, but how are they to be corrected ? 

Much attention has recently been bestowed upon this subject 
in the states of Massachusetts and New-York, whose school* 
systems are in advance of those in other states. In Massa-^ 
chusetts, a normal school, as such- institutions are called, has. 
lately gone into- operation under the most favorable auspices. 
This is an important event in the progi>eas of common school 
education in this country. It is, strictly speaking, the only 
schwA of the kind which exists on this side of the Atlantic, al-^ 
tliough in Prussia, and in many of the German states, they are 
numeruus,.and are considered as lying at the very foundation of 
their admirable systems of popular instruction. The legisla- 
ture of New-York have, within a fi^w years, engrafted upon* 
their public academies a department for the education of teach- 
ers, and liberal appropriations have been made for their sup- 
port. ^ ^ 

Let not New-Jersey be slow to adopt an improvement so 
essential to the success of her schpol system. She has ven- 
tured upon the experiment of educating the people. She has 
embarked in the noble cause of popular instruction. Let her 
not neglect the use of those means, witlmut which that carjeer 
musj be ingrorious, that* experiment a failure. 

There are other topics upon which the trustees would be hap- 

£y to submit tb the legislature the results of their reflection, 
i'ttt this report has perhaps already been extended too far, and 
tibey forbear further ob^ervalionst If, in the remarks which 
they have already niade,tliey have ueed too much freedom and 
boldness of speech, let- it be ascribed hot to the slightest want 
of confidence In the wisdom, intelligence, and liberality ot the 
legislature, but to the solicitude which they feel, in common 
witb to many of their (ellow-citizenstitbat there shoulil^xist in 
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the state Af New-Jersey »W1m)o1 system Worthy «f a free aiw^ 
enlifhtened people.

Report of the Joint Continittee on the State 
Prison aceoonts. 

The Joint Committee appointed to settle the accounts of the 
State Prison, respectfully report : 

That they have carefUIIy examined the books and accounts 
of the prison, and the vouchers relating thereto, and find them* 
to be correct. They have prepared, and submit herewith, 
several statements designed to eis;hibit accurately the present 
situation of theaffairsrof the prison, and also to correct a mis- 
take, 'i^hich appears to have existed in the public mind in refer- 
ence to the application of the balances heretofore reported in 
its favor. The causes which have rendered the statement of 
this year less favorable than those of former years are mention- 
ed in the report of the inspectors, to which the committee res- 
pectfully refer for further inforniation* 

The committee repeat the recommendation made by the com- 
mittee of last year, that the accounts against individuals, which 
are of long standing and probably worth little or nothing, but 
which have been brought forward from year to year, and thus 
serve to lengthen and embarrass the accounts, should be charged 
to profit and loss, and that the charges against the state for la- 
bor of convicts done in the erection and repair of the new pri- 
son be strickeq from the accounts. They also recommend that 
the inspectors or the keeper be authorized to sell such articles 
of furniture and such tools and fixtures as are not needed for 
conducting the operations of the prison* There is a considera- 
ble quantity of such articles, many of them purchased for the • 
old prison, which are wholly useless a^d are depreciating ia 
vatue.

Report 0t the B^ard oC Inspectors of the Stat;^' 
Prison, for the year epdin^ September 1, 18S9. 

To the Honorably the Legislature of the Stale of J>f4W' Jersey : 

In conformity with the act of Fe|>ruary, 1838, tJie board ot 
inspectors of the State prison respectfully j^efortc 

That at the commencement of the year there were in the- 
prison 163 criminals, ^nd that 77 have been* received since,, 
making 240. Of these 41 have been discharged upon the ex- 
piration of the terms of their sentences, 37 have been pardoned 
by the governor and council, and 2 have died^. amounting alto-- 
gether to 80, and leaving in confinement on the SQthot Septem- 
ber 160. Of these 93 are white males, 59 coloured males, 1. 
white female^and 7' coloured females. When they w^re re- 
ceived at the prison, 21 were between 10 and 20 years old, 69' 
between 20 and 50, 39 between SO and 40, 20 between 40 and. 
50, 9 between 50 and 60, and 2 between 60 and 70. 

Ninety-seven arc natives of New Jersey, 10 of Pennsylva- 
nia, 3 of Delaware, 6 of Maryland, I of Michigan, I of Mas- 
sachusetts, 1 of Vermont,.! of Connecticut, 17 of New York, 

1 of Lower Canada, 1 of Upper Canada, 1 of Indiana> 9 of 
Ungland, 8 of Ireland, 2 of Scotland, and 1 of Germany. Two- 
^ire received in the year 1830, three in 1831, two in 1832, 
fix in 1833, two in 1834, nine in 1835, three in 1836, tw«nty- 
3vc in 1837, fifty-three in 1838, and fifty-five in 183^9. Forty- 
one were committed for the crime of burglary, 27 for larceny, 
1,1 for misdemeanors, 1^ for grand larceny, 2 for assault and 
battery, 1 for assault and battery with intent to. commit a rape,. 

2 for rape, 11 for burning, 4 for forgery, 8 for atrocious as^, 
saultand battery, 2 for assault and battery with intent to kill,. 
^ for assault with intent to rob, 1 for assault with an attempt- 
to commit a rape, Ifor an atrocious assault and battery with, 
intent to commit a rape, 1 for polygamy, 1 for sodomy, 3 for 
high misdemeanors, 6 for ])assing counterfeit bills, 2 for break- 
ing jail, l.for receiving stolen goods, 6 for horse stealing, 5 for- 
manslaughter, 1 for selling counterfeit bills, 1 for an atrocious 
assault ^nd battery with intent to kill, 3 for robbery^ and 1 for 
murder in the second degree.

32 were sent ^ from the county of Essex, 12 froox 
Bergen^ 4 from Sussex, 15 {rom Morris, 2 from Warren, 1 from 
Somerset, 15 from Middlesex, IS from Monmouth, 5 from Hun- 
terdon, 13 frdm< Burlington, 10 froi|i> Gloucester, 9 from Salemf 
1 ffom^ Cape May, 12 from Passaic, 2 from Atlantic, 2 from 
Cumberland, 9 from Mercer, and 3 from the borough of Eliza- 
beth. 

The only disease which has proved mortal during the year is 
tlie consumption, by which two prisoners have died. One of 
these deaths occurred near the beginning of the year, and was 
included in the physician's report of last year, whereby a dis- 
crepancy appears between the physician's and the inspectors' 
reports fer both this year and the last. 

For the names of those who-have been pardoned and dischar- 
ged, and all othei* statistical information required by law and 
not inckided in the foregoing part of this report, the board begs 
leave to refer your honorable bodies to the schedule hereunto 
annexed. They would at the same time suggest for your con* - 
sideration the question^ whether it is not unnecessary to print 
this schedule together with this report, whereby the records of 
the infamy of those whose names are mentioned will be multi- 
plied and widely disseminated in the community, to the great 
mortificatiofi and discouragement of those among them who 
may desire to lead hereafter a virtuous life and gain an honest 
reputation. 

The earnings of the prison during the past year have been 
su^cient, as appears from keeper's report hereunto annexed, to 
meet expenses, exclusive of the salaries of , the officers, which, 
by a statntory provision, are drawn from tlie state treasury, 
and do not enter into the accounts of the institution.*-—^ 
There has, also, been an increase in the furniture, stock, and 
available funds of the prison of Sl0r5.39. Last year there 
was a similar increase in the stock, &e., but much greater in 
amount, being Sf 7'34.2$. Thus there is this year a falling off 
of g6658.84. This is caused, in some degree, from an increase 
in the expeRditui*es (for an explanation of which see keeper's 
report,) of Si263 for provisions, gl3r.42 for fuel^ and Sl99.19^ 
for 4itrnitore, the aggregate of which is SS 1 599.61, but it is prin- ' 
cipaUy to bo attritoted to the diminution of the earnings of the . 
prisonrrs in two departments. In the ehair«itking aeconnt there: . .

The 
diminution in the chair account* arises- from^breecaases. Ist.. 
, Foi^sik months of ihe*Iast year theotiair-makers were employ- 
ed by a contractor^ at fifty* cents a day, afmm whieh the prison* 
has iH>t'been> able to realize upon their labour since the fail^ 
»l»e of that contractor. £n(l* The^ account of tJw eamiirgs of.^ 
the^chair-makers was llist year swelled, appapelitly by.the pro- 
ii^ made by the prison in purchasing- the tools and steam ma- 
chinery of the contractor at a verylow prices at sbewflTV^ale. 
Srd; The stock on- hand at tl»e close of the last year was valued-' 
in the inventory at the prices at which it had been previously 
sold^ but on account? of the depression of the market these pri- 
ces oould not be obtiiined this year. Ghair-seats were sold for- 
much less, and' a corresponding loss was thrown, apparently,, 
upon the operations of this year. 

The miscellaneous labour of the prisoners^, or the sundries- 
account, embraced all tlie work done by convicts upon the new 
prison^ For this work, in pursuance of the> law, the institu- 
tion' i^ceived a credit of 75 cents a day for each convicty.. 
amounting 4n the aggregate to a large sum. This source is iiow 
almost entirely cutoflf^ the item of miscellaneous labor is redu- 
ced almost to nothings and thea)nviets who were. engaged in it^ 
and' who were unfit to be employed in the other departments of 
labour^ are returned ujion the institution unable to earn more 
than the most scanty w ages. 

The board has experienced during the year no diminution of 
confidence in the system of solitary confinement. Another 
year has developed^ perhaps, more fully the peculiar effects of 
this system \\\nm the minds and health of the prisoners, and 
the board are satisfied that it has, to some degree, an impair- 
ing influence upon both* Indirectly* too, the system exerts a - 
a deleterious influence upon both mind and body through the^ 
medium of the practice of onanism, a vice ascribable to solita- 
lyF confinement, and whioli' prevails among the convicts to a » 
very considerable extent.; 

Yet we are fully satisfi^ed*thatv by preventing the contamina- 
ting influence* of evil communications, the solitary system is 
fdr^uperioDto tlie former mod© of > imprisonment*. This prison 
is not a school of vipe^ The novice in crime gains Iverc no in- 
HttHiction from hardened i^ilki^i^in^the- mysterious^ arts of wick- 
edness. lliO' accompliilkd^ rogue has fiere no op|K>rtumty to 
hoastof*hi».formcr<Mim^js to admiring and applauding listen-^- 
(M'S, or to.takecounset^nith his a<^sociate mgoes for future and. 
lRot«'Giinnl»g<ot: bofdet'^ssMlts uponthe peaqe otthectminiui 
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nitjr ; the only inflbence ftll by those iinmured in these celfk is- 
a virtuoun influence, and they cannot possibly come out froin^ 
these walls more wicked thkn they entered them. f> 

But we wonid go farther* Fromt)bservations-upon the con* 
duct and conversation of a prisoner in his cell, however peni- 
tent or reformed he may profess to be, it is very diflficult to de- 
cide how sincere that repentance is, or how lasting that reformat 
tion will prove, after he goes out again to try it lit the world. It is 
an easy things comparatively, to, be virtuous here, and he who 
undertakes it will hnd all things in his favor. Temptations 
beset him rarely, and theparticular temptation by falling into» 
which be was br6ug1it het*e will probably never occur to him. 
He has, therefore, little schooling in the necessary art of re- 
sisting temptations, and it may be tiiat when they are presented 
to him after he goes out into the world his virtuous principles, 
like a hot-bed plant, will wither attlie touch. But, with all> 
these melancholy misgivings, we do suppose that vicious habits 
are here broken up,, and vicious propensities grow weak for 
want ()f exercise. Virtue is constantly presented in her own- 
beautiful garb, and virtuous impressbns are made upon the 
mind. Obstinate, indeed, and intractabls^ are the dispositions 
witlrwhich we have to do, but reason and experience both au- 
thorize us to hope that of the apparent reformations so often 
wrought here, some, when tested hereafter, will prove to have 
been real. . 

In this connection the board would acknowledge the obliga- 
tions they so sensibly feel to the clergy of Trenton, who with- 
out intermission as without remuneration, have labored for the 
moral and religious instruction of the convicts. Webelieyethats 
such instruction is as necessary to the attainment of the great 
objects of the institution as anyone thing can be; and if provision 
were made to bring jnild, moral, and religious suasion to bear ^ 
oftener upon the sour and irritated minds of these convicts, 
unhappy in the consciousness of their guilt, we venture to hope^ 
that happy results would follow^ . 

For further information, as totlie influence of solitary con--* 
finement, we beg leave to refer your honorable Bodies to the 
report of the physician, liereunto annexed. 

The board have not found it necessary to adopt any other 
rules for the r^uiatioti of the prison tlian those previously re-- 
ported to you.

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PHYJSICIAN^S REPORT^. 



Gentlemen of the Board of Inspectors : 

The report of tliis year, if it merely embraced the number of 
sick and the deaths would be Tery brief. An umisnal degi*ee of 
h^althi with but few aggravated cases of disease, and but one 
death, would be all that I would be able to lay before you. But^^ 
gentlemen, this is not all that is expected from an office that 
gives such opportihiities to investigate some of the'effects of 
solitary confinement. The physician stands in a position to 
observe the influence of a mode of punishment which is yet but 
an experiment, and which gives^ htm means to analyze the re- 
sults of solitary confinement i» seme of its most important bear-^ 
ings. 

]n the last report it wa» stated that there was a tendency 
amone the convicts to glandukr obstructions ; that sun-light 
and air were indispensable to their health ; that post mortem: 
examinations had revealed avcondition of the organs corrobora- 
tive of the effects that nrigbt have been anticipated ; and fur*- 
ther, that every year- of a prisoner's confinement in the cells 
would show adecWneof his physical powers. The experience 
of the year now ended has confirmed what was then reported,, 
as well as what was anticipated. In this region, the past year 
has been one of the most unprecedented healthy and no disease- 
has prevailed within the prkon that may not be expected during 
the most favoured seasons. It has been the best opportunity to - 
observe the sole i^ifiuence of solitary conAnement upon the health 
of the prisoners. • The enervating influence that has been felt 
during the time is what will ever be experienced ; it is a part 
of the punishment that attaches to it, and ought to be Consider"- 
ed in the term of' sentence. 

There are some among the convicts who^came from the old pris- 
on. While there they were in strong health, and for the iirsttwo 
years in this penitefitiary eomplarned but little f now they have 
become debilitated,^ are languid, and exhiiiit fleeided symptoms 
of a decline of their physical powers. Some pains h^ve been ta- 
ken to inquire into these changes, and fron» the information of 
the prisoners themselves, as well as from their visible condition, 
it is conclusive that confinement in cells is not as conducive to 
health as that imprisonment^ whicU admits mora air and sun- 
l^htto th&coa^ict/. 
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AfiottiersiiKject'for'obsei^vation^ and which has not usualljic 
Seen assigned to the physician, is the intellectual state of the 
prisoners. Thisproperly falls within his province. Whcn^ 
the mind becomes sensibly disordered he is ^called upon to re« 
store the wandering facultiesyandan every stage of obvious-men-^ 
tal aberration, from^the vacant stare of the idiot to the phrensy 
of the maniac, his science is looked to for aid. It is not 
to these extreme cases, points conspicuous by their deformity^ 
that medical observation ought to be con6ned. It is the forming 
stagey the first weakening of tiiose powers which hold the mind 
in a state of sanity that he must detect. He must, from the 
derangement of the bodily organs, notice the^encroachraents of 
men taU disease, and gather from appearances that are unno- 
ticed by others his prognostics. In the prison he will see minds 
that, subject to the common perceptions of out-of-door life 
would be as astute as others, indulge in tlie amusements of the 
child, wasting their time after their daily task is over upon 
toys ; from all that can be perceived, engaged in no thought 
that is not immediately associated with the things aroun4 
U>em ; incapable of abstract reflection, or, if showing any evii- 
dences of this higher operation of the faculties^ it is more the 
wandering of the visionary thantheoperation of a well-balanced 
mind. Thus situated with respect to the prisoners, it would 
be but an imperfect report of the medical attendatit if h%did 
not make known to you tliis, the most important pat*t of his 
observations. 

Among the prisoners there are many cases of insanity.— 
Some on their admission showed symptoms of derangement, 
and since then have continued in the same state. Almost all 
the cases that have occurred in the prison can be traced to , 
onanism. Among the prisoners there are many Who exhibit a 
ehild-like simplicity, which shows them to be le>ss acute tl^an 
when theyentered.. In all who have been more than a year in 
prison, some of Hiese effects have been observed. Contitiue the 
confinement for a- longer time, and give them no other exercise 
of the mental faculties than this kind of imprisonment affords, 
and the most accomplisliedixrgue will lose his capacity for de^ 
predating with success* upon the qommunity. The same influ<^ 
ence that injures the otiier organs will soften the brain. With-^ 
hold its projier exercise, and as surely as the bandaged limb 
loses its power will the prisoner's faculties be weakened by 
solitary confinenoent And here it may not be improper to Jiint 
at the treatment that ought to be extended to the prisoners* 
Now they are managed under the most favorable ciixumstances 
the nature of their coninen^nt admits. Every privilege the 
hkM flUosrs ickgireii flmni . Ktttd;<usagM^Usi^*^^^ raaral it\* 
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straetibn^r erery thing that b ealettlli(tadti>6X)5rci9e their iiiitids> 
in the way of refoptnation and improveiBent, is practised ar 
iii^)arted to them. If their minds be wericened by confinementt 
the sentiments most exercised irnder the present discipline, and 
which will be roost likely to remain with them when they de« 
part from the prison^^are of a character that will tend to make 
tliem better citizens* Were another course parsned in this in- 
stitution, and the superintendent possessed of no sympathy for 
the convict nor desire for his reformations leeling satined if he 
tasked him to the full amount of his ability to labor and gave 
him food at the appointed times, in less than a year the New^ 
Jersey penitentiary would be a bedlam. 

The practice alluded to in the last report, and whiek seems to 
be an evil hard to prevent, is, perhaps, not so general as it was 
at that time. Every opportunity has been taken to warn the 

. convicts against the evils of onanism. The keeper has lectured 
to them in the halU on proper occasions, and, by presenting the 
effects of this vice in strong colors, has done something to-* 
wards a reformatio^. The derangements an* deaths that have 
resulted from the practice have -become a warning to many, 
and caused a partial relinqyuishment of the habit. As may be 
expected where so many are confined there is still much of this 
solitary vice, x 

rPhere is a portion of the year, a few weeks before the furna- 
ces for warming the cells are in operation, that bears hard up- 

' on the prisoners. Catarrhs, some cases of pleurisy, and such 
complaints as a damp chilly air engenders, are prevalent at that 
time. The only death that has occurred since the last report 
was hastened on, if not occasioned by this circumstance. The 
patient had a cough when he entered the prison. The imme- 
diate cause of his death was a violent inflammation of the lungs, 
that might have been treated with better success bad he been 
in a warmer apartment. The propriety of having the cells 
warmed much sooner in the season, and better warmed during 
the winter, is presented for your consideration. 

The opinion expressed in the last report, that the cells.on the 
north exposure of the ranges were^ the least healthy, has been. 
Strengthened by this yearns observaiion. So plain is the dif* 
ference, that it has kecome the practice^ to remove sick persons 
to the south side for the benefit of the greater degree of sun*^ 
light that is received into them. 

There are generally from ten ta twenty on the sick Kst 
Some of them are predisposed to consuoftption, and two or three 
have the disease m its confirmed state, and will die in prlsea. 
unless they are pardoned out. Of all the cases that occur, 
tiiose disposed to^ ccnsumpticii are the micst ^iniiamigeaUe in^ 
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solitary confinement The greater nuoitker of cases on the Bat 
are those forms of debility that depend on glandular obstrucr 
tions, and seem peculiar to prisons. They dq not threaten imr 
mediate death, but rather aj^radual destruction ofJiealth. The 
cases of mental dt^ase anoonanism have already been referred 
to ; in a word, the convicts generally are as healthy as under 
the most favorable circumstances we mi^t expect to find per- 
sons in X their situation. 

These observations, gentlemen, have been made with no pre- 
dilection for any kind of prison discipline. If there be mote 
disease in solitary confinement, it is of a peculiar character, 
slow in its work upon the system and important in its effects 
fupon the mind. It is for others to determine whether the ol^ 
^discipline, hardening the vicious in their crimes while it pre- 
serves the body ih its full vigor, so that at the expiration of the 
sentence the convict may go forth a more accomplished rogue 
than he entered the prison, is to be preferred to another, which^ 
>whi]e it subdues the evil passions, almost paralyzing them for 
want of exercise, leaves the individual^ if still a rogue, one who 
pay be easily detected.

The amount of transportation for the present ^ear is $1255.25 
and ihat of the taxed bilk of costs 4392,86 

as appears on the prison book of record. 

There were in corifinement on 1st October, 1838, 163 convicts. 
Since that period we have received 77, raalying together 240, and 
discharged durir^g the same period, by pardon from the governor 
and council37, by expiration of sentence 41, and by death 2, both 
of whom died with consumption, (one on the Ist October, 1838, 
and the other 22d December lollo\^'ing) leaving in confinement on 
the Ist October, 1839, 160 prisoneis, which shows a diminution o 
three this year. 

In relation to the difference of the operatioi^ of the prison be- 
tween this and the two former years, it may be accounted for in 
the high price of provisions, the reduced price of convict labor, a re- 
duction on the prices of stock on hand, the, increased number of 
men for a short iime, and a number of convicts who have not earn- 
ed their btead, who in the old prison could labor at gorpething, but 
not having a capacity to learn a trade, such as idiots and insane, 
are mere paupers on the institiatioii, together with the extreme pres- 
sure of the time^ and deranged state of the currency, have affected 
us as«U other manufacturing establishments. 

By the following statement it will be seen that^ notwithstanding 
all the difficulties of the past jear, the earnings of the prison are 
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more Mb ]rear t!iaD any former ooe for the last fifteen yeafs, ex- 
cept the years 1837 and! 1838, ia wbkh years we had the ptfrtkii- 
iar advantage of employing the men In building and finishing the 
prison, and having a contract ibr a number of cottTicts, ai W cents 
^r day, at the chair manufacturings

•orease of labor, and a corresponding increase of expense. We have 
done considerable work on the building during^ this year by con- 
.^icts, for which no charge is made in our accountasince the closing 
of the commissioners' account. 

When labor shall be in demand, and we can get contracts at 
fair prices, we believe the prison will be able to pay all its expenses ; 
-but we find ourselves subject to the fluctuations of business as well 
as all other mamifacturing establishments. 

In regard to the moral state of the prisoners, we have only to 
say, that every means in our power have been used for their bene- 
fit. The clergy of t^e different denominations in Trenton have 
attended alternately, and almost every Sabbath during the year we 
have had preaching ; and in addition to this the convicts have the 
bible and religious books to read. Asit respects their health, you are 
referred to the physician's report. 

In reference to the heating pipes, I have fimnd them to be too 
«niall to give sufficient heat m the coldest weather in winter, al- 
though I have made every effort to increase the heat by alterations 
that seemed probable to effect the same; and I would surest that 
an examination be made of the heating apparatus, as I have not 
fixed our heating apparatus for the winter, believing some altera- 
,<tion9 ought to be made.

The following Message was received from the Governor, by 
the hatidff of James Wilson, Esq. his Private Secretary. 

GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 

Gentlemen: — I herewith transmit a communication, recent^- 
fy made to me from Washington by five of the members of Con- 
gress from this state, announcing that they have been excluded 
from their seats in the House of Representatives, and in the 
most extraordinary manner. I present it to you with feelings 
of the most painful regret that an event should have occurred 
so calculated to disturb the friendly relations which have hith- 
erto subsisted between this state and the Ffederal Legislature. 
And in this feeling you will, I am sure, fully participate. 

By this violent proceeding the authority of the state has beeir 
treated with contempt, and she is despoiled of one of her most 
precious constitutional riglits* Without indulging any expres- 
sion of the natural feelings^ which the occasion is so well suited 
to inspire, and under a deep sense of the obligation of the Exec- 
utive to communicate fully with the legislature in a case which 
60 intimately affects the interests of the people and the reputa- 
tion and sovereignty of the state, I commend the subject to your 
prompt and serious consideration. 

By the constitution of the United States, the power of holding 
elections for representatives in Congress, tlie times, places, antl 
manner, are expressly i-eserved to the states, until' they are al- 
tered by a law of Congress. Accordingly this state, in com- 
mon with every other member of the Union, has mad^ full pro- 
vision on the subject. Our laws prescribe when and where the 
election shall be held, how the result shall be ascertained, and' 
by whom the commission shall be granted. This commission 
under the- seal of the state gives to the holder a right in the 
first instance to be sworn, and to take his seat as a member of 
the House. Thus far the power of the states and thp state au- 
thorities are complete, and cannot be intercepted by any au- 
thority known to the constitution. It was seen however, by 
the framers of the constitution, that cases might arise in which, 
from a non-compliance with the laws of the states or by frauds 
in the election, the person holding the commission would not in 
justice and equity be entitled to the seat The provision, 
therefore, was wisely made^that each hous§ of Cong^ress shall 
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Have the right to Judge of the elections, returns^ and qualifica>^ 
tions of its^members. Butyou will observe that they must firsts 
become a House within the meaning o( the constitution. It 
could never have been intended that a body, of individuals, as- 
sembling at Washington, at the time fixed for the meeting of' 
Congress, before they are organized or even sworn, and before 
the necessary officers are chosen to preserve order, should be 
deemed a Bouse of Representatives. When they become duly 
organized, and not before, the House^is constituted ** the judge 
of the elections, returns, and qualifications of its own members." 
It may then, on application of others claiming a better right, 
investigate fully the title of any member tahis seat. It is then 
eompetent to inquire into the elections, to receive evidence, 
send for persons and papers, look into the returns,,correct irreg- 
ularities and frauds, and to do whatever elsamay be necessary 
to enabJe it to >^judge" whether the persons holding the com- 
inis9ions or the claimants liave been duly elected by the people. 
By tliis course of proceeding no^ state can be unrepresented, 
and any injustice or informality that may arise from the imper<^ 
feet or irregular operation of the state laAvs may. be corrected. 

It is no part of our complaint^ therefore,. that the House of 
Kepresentattves should, when organized,, investigate, and in- 
vestigate thoroughly, the qualifications amji pretensions of its 
members*. That it possesses the power in its fullest extent, 
and hasalouQ, tl^at power, Jias never been* douhted., or denied./ 
But it is the attempt of an unorganized body of men to exerCiSfs 
this high iu*erogative without the focms of law, of which we- 
Gomplain, and which act can be characterized only as a^ mon- 
str4)us. usurpation* It was by a. summary proceeding of this 
sort that New-Jersey has. been depcived of five-sixthfrof her re^ 
presentation in. Congress. The title of the five representatives , 
who have been thus excluded without a hearing, without inves* 
tigation, and without even so much as the. form of a trial, has. 
not been impeached in any respect whatever, and they now 
^and clothed with precisely the same powers, and are entitled 
by the constitution and laws to equal privileges,, with the men^ 
by whose concurrence they have been excluded* What other- 
views can.we take of this case than as an insult offered directly, 
to the state whose commissions these gentlemen bear, and a vio- . 
lation of the copstitution of^ the United States. 

Thi^ proceeding is 0(iaterially aggravated by the fact, that' 
the House is engaged in the transaction of business which deep-, 
ly concerns the people of New-Jersey,.the same as it they yvece 
fully represented.. A large appropriation of tlie public moneys, 
has already been made wiUiout regard to the claims of this 8tate> 
tp^^^voice on the subject. With, th^,s^.\no propriety the repjrer^ 
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^fttafivcs from' the other states who have conspired to exclude 
New-Jersey thus far from her proper participation in the biisi- 
itess of tlie Hou$e, may go on without her consent to appro- 
priate the pubRc revenues, alienate her title (sealed with the 
best blood of the Revolution) In the public domain, or involve 
us in all the consequences of a disastrous system of finance. 
Ab a preciedent it is fraught' with the greatest mischief, and i\ 
the positions which have been assumed are* to prevail, the very 
first principle and the only security of representative govern 
ment will have been subverted. Ft will' then al^vays be in the 
pdwer of a minority to rule, since the mere act of questioning 
the title of members dierprives them oftheir seats It is believ- 
ed tbat the case is without a parallel in the history of legisla- 
tion. I may venture to say, that no example of the kind can 
be found in the history of any ^tate Legislature, in the usages 
of Congress, or the British Parliament. 

The ease is not at all aJTected by the well known fact, always 
understood and retognized, that there is a grave question as tn 
^vii of the seats from" New-Jersey to be settled ultimately by 
Congress. There are t\vo returns from townships, which un- 
der the laws of the state could not be counted by the state offi- 
cers. Whether they arc siich as should be counted by Congress 
(Ahich has a very diffferent power over them* from officers act- 
ing Under the positive directions of the statute of the state,) is ii 
question for the House' tti settle. Tliere L^ still another ami 
more iitiportant qnestion remaining, growing out of frauds al- 
leged to, have been committed, not by mistake or ovcrslglit, but 
by a systematic plan to allow aliens not nafuralized thei^>privi- 
lege of voting. As to t)n€ of the disputed townships, we are 
not left to conjecture on this point, for you will remember thai 
the fact was clearly^scertiiincd by an open examination before 
the legislature last year. T pretend not to know, and if I did. 
should think myself not warranted in expressing any opinion as ^ 
to which of the two'parties claiming the election will appear on 
a full and final examination entitled to the seats, and have m 
other desire than that justibe should" be done. But all this ha^ 
no just bearing on the case befbre us. It constitutes no ground 
of justification for that viblent eix-parte proceeding by which tlie" 
case was prejudged, and the st^te left with b«t a singl^Tepfe- 
senlativc on the floor of Congress. 

What were the pretexts tov this act ? The claimants pro- 
duce a certificate from the secretary of state of certain estimates 
and returns, by which it would appear that if thie returns from 
two townships in the 6tate, which were rejected returns and 
never forwarded to the governor, had been counted, then^ 
would be a majority of votes for the claimants. This certifl 
9a 
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oatG possesses no autliority- mliateyer* It does not' relate^ tti^^ 
any pap^^r or record belonging, to the offiee of the secretary of'' 
state, and 'was issued without the authority of law. II mights 
as weU.have certified a private letter or acolumn of a newspa-- 
per* .In the absence of a more con^^enient place of deposit* it^ 
has been cttstonxary for the^ governor to lodge jexecutive papers- 
in the secretary's office for safe keeping* and that practice was< 
followed (in.the present instance^, but they.fornbno part^of the 
files or records of.bis offiee. • , ^ 

Is it alleged that^any law of the state was violated in th« man- 
ner of awarding the certificates ? There is your statute book, . 
and by it the Governor and QouneH are directed to make up* 
the result from.the clerk's returns, and from. them ^alone; and 
the comissibnswece^ awarded after a^^reful estimate of the re- 
turns from a!l the clerks in the state*. >yiihout a violation of 
the law audxif my official oath,., without passing by the advice 
of the Gounci^t and disregarding the unvarying practice under 
the law from its enactmentr no other course cojuld have been 
adopted* Ltake my stand by the sido>of the laws of« the land ; ; 
and amid the storms of; party, seekv no other secimty* than an ' 
approving conscienoe and aiirm conviction of having faithfully 
discharged jpy duty. But I have the further satisfaction to 
Jcnowr that my; judgment has been fullyvcon£rmed by youv gen-r- 
tlemen^ aiidi by.the pepple of the state. But suppose it were 
otherwise ? Do you hold, your Executivo resptmsibJ^ fof his 
acts..to4he Congress of the United States? This would be 
new doGtrine for an independent* state, I?am alMe responsi- 
ble f^r my pjUblic; acts/ let me say to^e legislature-fuid the peo-- 
Pjlc of imy. own state ; and I deny all jfigbt to pass upoiv tliem 
officially by.any other earthly power* Whether, tberefope^ the 
decision .in gvantingjhe certificates was right or wrongt Con- • 
gress, .at all events, is bound to receive the credentials thus fur- 
nished^ as the mandate of the ^tate to them^ that they admit 
their leprcseatatives to their:,seat^ luitil others-caa^show abet- 
ter title: ' ' ; ',^; ; , ., 

I. have thus presented tq you . my vi4Vwsv^jf this case. I ^find 
m itvHo palliating, circurnstance-i, nothtng. but a most u«pro- 
voked violation of our rights as a state, and impeachment of 
our character as a. people. What action you may think proppr 
to tike upon ii, must be left to your judgment and sound dis- 
eretiOii. . As theimmediate repiresentativesof the people,- you 
hcst koo\¥> their feelings' and. theiri wishes. If tli^e be not a 
deep and settbd feeling of iiijuryi« the minds of the pQopl^s I 
have not proj^rly appreciated tireir character. It is not among 
the least alarming,reatures of the ease, that the question has al- 
ways been. carried Against the righls of New-Jersey by a imtty 
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Tot^. I'trust; gentlemeni you will vindicate the abused honor * 
and violated rights of the state in firm and manljrtones. That 
' jou will enter jour solemn protest before the country against 
the usurped powers of Congress, and call upon them, even now,, 
to reconsider and reverse an act which can only tend to aiien- 
ate^the feelings of a*state ameng the most devoted to the Union. 
I would now, and for ever, deny the power of Congress to bind' 
this state by her acts, while she ' denies us a representation in 
that body*- l^ere wiH be bul one feeling with your sister 
states ; they cannot but see in this act t6wards New-Jersey 
wliat may b^e their^own fate^ whenever for party purposes the 
like action towards them shall seem • expedient. They should 
be called on to d^dare their opinions^ on the powers, now fot* 
.the first time asserted on the floor of Congress. While I am 
satisfied that,'''€onsuItrng the wounded feelings of the people," 
you cannot reprobate in too strong terms the whole of this pro- 
ceeding, as unconstituttonalf illegalv and void, I would still dcr 
sire that you may be led into no violent or indiscreet action. 
The people of' New-Jfersey are friends to their country, and 
will abide by her fortunes for weal or for wo* I would see 
you take counsel from your patriotism, as well as from your 
feelings, knowing that it is always more noble to suffer wrong: 
than to tlo wrcing, and in the hope that the da^ will yet come 
when our public councils will be goidjsd by men who will regard 
the constitution, the law^, the rights of the states, aud the peace ' 
and harmony of their country.

ACCOMPANYING THE MESSAGE. 



To His Excellency TFilliam Penningtdrif esquire. Governor of the' 
State of JiiW' Jersey. 

W«, the undersigned representatives of the State of New-- 
Jfersey in the House of Representatives of the twenty-sixth 
Congress of the United States, being excluded from the per- 
formance of our official duties, in violation as well of the con-\ 
stitution and laws of the United States as of the laws and^ 
rights of our own atate, would respectfully submit to yoiirEs- 
cellency, and, through you, to the hgislature and the people of 
New- Jfersey, the following statement r 

Shortly after Ihe late election for members of Congress, 
commissions under the great seal of the state, and signed by 
your Excellency, (a ^opy of which is annexed, marked*^.) 
were forwarded by the secretary of state to us severally, con- 

, stituting us representatives of the state of New-Jersey in the • 
twenty -filxth Congress. Although fully satisfied that the de- 
cinion which had awarded them to us was not only correct, bat 
under the laws of the state unavoidable, yet being apprised 
that in consequence of the failure of the election of officers in 

, two townships to make proper returns, their voteg had been 
lost, we thought It not right to act ufiderthe commissions, un* 
iess assured that we were also entitled to them by a majority 
of all the legal votes cast in the state. At tl>e same time we 
did not feel justified in refusing them, as information from 
sources entitled to respect, had induced us to believe that we 
had such majority. Tiie investigation of the Cumberland 
election by the legislature, soeti changed this belief into cer- 
tainty with respect to one of our immb'er* Knowing, however, 
that the further examiiiation requisite to determine the rights 
of the others^ would be attended with great difficulty, and if 
brouglit before the House, with great expense and delay of 
public business, we thought it best, on the first opportunity af- 
ter our commissions came into effect, to make to our late com- 
petitors an offer to resigUi and submit the question to the pea- 
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pre, as^tfiatcould'be dbne at tbt annual state election \vitliout 
the least additional trouble or expense. This offer was refused ^ . 
but 8till unwilling to avair ourselves of our position! unless 
satisfied of the equity of our claim in addition to the perfec- 
tion of our leg^l title, we, at our own expense, instituted an- 
examination ; and although prevented by the want of a law for 
tiie purpose, and by the opposition and threats of thosd inter- ^ 
ested in suppressing it, firom getting the greater part of the ev- " 
idence then in the form- of depositions, we found enough to as- 
sure us that we could prove we had receiv<ed the majority of , 
the legal votes. After this we could no longer hesitate ; and, 
ki obedience to our commissions, took oiir seats in the House of 
Representavives on the first day of thef session* The clerk of 
the House in the last Gongress, in comformity with the usage 
which has obtained for many years,, commenced calling the roll 
of members from tlie several states in their order, but on conv 
ing to New-Jersey called Mi*. Randolph only ; and then stated; 
'^ that there were five o£ the seats belonging to representatives 
of this state contested ; and«. not feeling it his duty to decide 
^the question of a right to them^he would if such^a course should^ 
be approved by the Hbuse, pass over the remaining names urn- 
til the other states should have been gone through with, and 
then submit the evidence in his possession touching the rights^ 
of the several claimants to seats from that state/' Regarding, 
this course as insulting to our state, we demanded that the evi- 
d^nc<s shQUld be read, and that the persons producing such cre^ 
dentials as were required by the laws of the state, should be 
called in their proper order. A debate ensued, in the course of^' 
which it appeared that the evidence ineonflictwithourcommis- 
sious was a paper purporting^to be a certificate of the secreta-^ 
py of, state of New-Jersey, stating the result of his examina- 
tion of the returns of the county clerks^ and also of the re- 
turns of votes from the two townships not included in' the 
county returns^ and which he alleged to be on file in his office. 
A copy of this paper, which however worthless in itself, should 
be preserved in connection with theevent, is annexed, marked B^. 

Tlie clerk professed to regard this liearsay statement of aii^ 
unauthorized individual as at least equal in validity to the > 
highest kind of evidence^known to thelaw, the testimony of a^ 
state by its great seal ; and it soon became apparent that in so 
doing he was merely the tool of others, and that almost theen-^ 
tire administration party in the House would sustain by their 
votes this monstrous assumption. 

On the fourth day of the sessiorii in consequence of the 
derks refusal to put any question but that of adjournment, andt 
^ei*. he had clearly intimated that he would not comply with^^ 
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the written request of a majority of those whose seats were 
not disputed to enroll our names, the Honorable John Q. Adams 
was called to preside in the meeting. The debate was then- 
continued upon a resolution directing the clerk to call the name^* 
of those holding the regular and legpil commission from the 
executive of our state, which was subsequently laid upon the 
table, the members having in the meanwhile decided, by a small' 
majority, that even on a collateral question our votes should 
not be counted ; and at the same time, by an unanimous vote, 
repudiated those which the claimants of our seats had given. 

A resolution wiis then offered by Mr. Rhett, of South Caro- 
lina, and adopted, "That tiie House will proceed to call the 
names of gentlemen whose rights to seats are not disputed or 
contested; and, after the names of such members are called, 
and before a speaker is elected, they shall, provided there be a 
quoriun of such present, then hear and adjudge upon the elec- 
tions, returns, or qualifications of all claimants (Mi*. N'aylor 
and Mr. Ingersoll excepted) to seats contested upon this floor.'* 
Believing that the members from other states, before the organi- 
zation of the House, and before taking the oath to support the 
constitution, had no power to question the decisions of the state 
authorities, and that all such proceedings were in direct viola- 
tion of the* constitution, as well as an express law of the United 
States, and a high-handed outrage upon the laws, rights, and^ 
dignity of the state of New-Jersey, we presented, through oik 
colleague, Mr. Randolph, our solemn protest against them ; a 
cjopy of which is annexed, marked 0. 

A resolution offered by Mr. Wise, of Virginia, "That the 
credentials of the following members, John B. Aycrigg, Jolin 
P. B. Max^weU* William Halsted, Charles C. Stratton, and 
Thomas Jones Yorke, are sufficient to entitle them to take their 
seats in the Hoase> leaving thc^question of contested election 
to be afterwards decided by the House, was put, and lost 
by a tie vote of 117 to 177. After several other resolu-- 
tions had been proposed and discussed, but no decisive vdte 
taken, the members proceeded to the election of speaker, with- 
out farther hearing or adjudging upon the election returns or 
qualifications of the claimants to the contested seats. Thus, by 
a tie vote of a minority of the members actually present on the 
floor, was the testimony of a state, authenticated in its most 
solemn form, set aside, without proof, without trial, in defiance 
of uniform usage and of the clearest provisions of the constitu- 
tion and of law; the laws of the state annulled, and she de- 
prived of almost her entire representation in the House, It is 
the first outrage of the kind in this nation, and probably the 
first that has evet* disgraced the hist04*y of axeg^lar represen-> 
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iative goTernment. An attepnpt will n9 doubt be made to pal- 
liate^it by the plea* that had all the votes been properly retaru- 
fid by the ofiicers of election* onr opponents would have had a 
majority. How little influence this really had is apparent from 
the fact, that Mr. Naylor^ of Pennsylvania, with the regular 
and legal credentials of his state, and an acknowledged populac 
maforhy of more than seven hundred, escaped the same treat- 
ment by a vote «f onlyy^9 to 112, with all our votes in his fa- 
vo ', and -only three of the claimants for our seats voting Against 
him, though his exclusion was not necessary to secure a clear 
adminstration inajorrty in the, House. 

We, considering the whole of these proceedings unconstitu- 
tional and void, and knowing that our rights, derived from the 
laws of our state,, did not thus deiiend upon the will or caprice 
of our fellow members, ofered our vo1;es in the election of speak* 
eo and demanded that they should be recorded; and aftel* the 
^;>eaker had. been chosen, and the other members sworn in, pre- 
sented ourselves 'to him, and demanded to be^sworn. The 
speaker replied, in substance^ that had the question then arisea 
de n&vOf he should not have hesitated to administer the oathf 
but, in consequence of the previous proceedings, he tliought it 
kis durty to submit it to the House* After other propositions 
had been discussed and withdrawn, a resolution, offered by Mr. 
Evans, of Maine'', <*Tliat the representatives of the twenty- 
sixth -Congress of the United States do advise and request the 
speaker to administer tlieoath required by law to the five gen- 
tlemen from the state of New-Jersey who have presented crcT 
dentials to the speaker, and demand to be s\yorn,^ was lost by 
a vote of 11£ to 11 6, For a more perfect detail of all these 
proceedings we must refer to the journal of the House, a copy of 
which wiU be forwarded ta your Excellency. 

Having on every proper occasion asserted the rights of oui* 
states^ and of ourselves as her representatives, and ascertained 
that even the oath to support thd constitution will not change 
the determination of the majority, we think it useless further ta 
press our claims at the present time. Our feedings as Jcrsey- 
tnen strongly urge us to withdraw at ojice from a body which 
has thus disgraced itself in attempting to degrade our state; 
which has denied the authority of her laws, refused credence to 
her testimony,^ and trampled upon her rights; but duty forbids 
us to leave the pos^to which her commissions have called us, un- 
til compelled by power which we cannot resist or released from 
oiir obligations by the state herself. We are still, by the con- 
stitution of the United States and the laws of New- Jersey, her 
representatives, and although excluded from acting as such by 
an exercise of lawless and revolutionary power.-Jit is our duty 
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^io maintain our places and assert oar rigiitsy as far as "we Qa% 
without useless controversy and embarrai^fnent to the business 
or the nation. It is our intention, unless the right Is denied t^ 
us, or subjected to cofiditions degrading to our state or our- 
selves, to produce before the committee of elections, 'when ap- 
pointed, evidence to show that we received a majority pf the 
legal votes. But this willlie done solely as an act of duty, in 
order to present the case fairly before the Hou8« and the coun- 
try, and not with uny idea of influencing the result-^ 
We hav,e no stich expectation. Those who thought our exclu- 
sion necessary to give them the majority will feel it still more 
necessary to secure their power. Having violated the consti- 
tution in their first act, and decided against us witliout proof^ 
and in defiance of conclusive evidence and the strongest pro- 
"visions of law, it Would be idle toliope that they will now re- 
gard the obligations of justice. 

It is proper to mention, that, after the debate in tbe meeting 
of the members had continued a%out a we^k, we received a 
letter from the geittletnen claiming our seats proposing that we, 
as well as they, should retire from our seats, and wait the 
further order of the House. It is almost, unnecessary to add, 
that this proposition was at once refused ^ but in order fully to 
show its character and the reasons for its rejection, the <;orres- 
pondence is annexed, marked D. and E. 

Having thus submitted a statementof the circumstances con- 
nected with flie most flas^rant violation of state rights which 
has yet occurred in the IJnion ; and, we may add, the most ex- 
traordinary outrage upon law and coustitutional right ever 
committed in a representative body in any country notin actual 
revolution ; permit us in conclusion to say, that iqipressed 
with the high responsibility of the station in which the com-^ 
^ missions of our State has placed 4]s, we have endeavored faith- 
fully and conscientiously to ^fscharge its obligations, feeling 
that duty only is ours, whHe events are in the hands of Him 
who controls the destinies alike of individuals and of nations.

We, the undersigned representatives of the State of New- 
Jersey, duly commissioned as such, in conformity with the 
laws of the said state, having been in part excluded from our 
privileges in this meetibgof the m($mbers of tliiB House af 
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feprosentalives, deem it our duty to pl&ce beford'lHis body and tlia' 
country, our views with respect to the rights of our state and our* 
selfreS) and the powers and duties of this meeting. 

We therefore affirm, in the presence of the members of the 
House of Representatives here assembled, and of the whole 
American people, the truth of I he following propositions : 

l.That by the constitution of the United States, e&ch iE(tate 
has the power to prescribe by law, the time, phce, and manner of 
holding elections for its own representatives in Congress; which 
power includes the right of prescribing the time, place, arjd mart- 
oerof ascertaining and making known the result to Congress and 
the world. 

2« That the determinatiou of the stale authoritiesj authentica^ 
ted in the manner prebcribed by the state taws, is the only evidence 
of ihe election of members of the House of Representatives which 
can be Received prior to the organization of the House, and is final 
and conclusive until reversed by the House itself, duly organized. 

5. That no one who cannot prod dee the evidence of his election 
prescribed by the laws of his Slate, is entitled to take a seat jn the 
House of Representatives ; and no one who does produ<^e such 
evidence can be excluded before an investigation by the House, 
without a gross violation of the constitution of the United States 
and the rights of the states themselves^ - 

4. That the House of Representatives cannot be constitutronall^ 
organized, nor a quorum foi med, until all the states of the Uoiop 
have bad an opportunity io< appear by all their representatives; 
and that a cortstitutional quorum w not merely a majority of the 
representatives elect, after the arbitrary .exclusion of other mem- 
bers on any pretestt whatever^ but a fnajdrity of all the members 
from all the states, after each state has had an opportunity to ap- 
pear by her representatives,^ and to constitute a part of thai quo* 
mm. 

6. That the body here assembled, having ho judicial powers^ 
possessing no means of sending for persons and papers, not legally 

^authorized to examine witnesses under oath, and expressly for* 
bidden by law to go into the consideration of any business before 
the House isi organizeaand the oalh to support the constitution 
administered to its menlbers, cannot exercise the highest judicial 
functioja belonging to the House of Repsentatives, that of review- 
ing and reversing the decisions of the state auihoriiies in rela ion to 
their oyi^n electiens ; and that ks .only power is, to require the per- 
sons appearing here as n^embers to produce the credentials priori- 
bed by^ the laws of their resp^tive states.

This body having, in derogatbn of the principles above affirm* 
ed, refused-in part to recogtnze our credentials, and that upon the 
authority of a paper which, emanating from an ofiker not recog- 
nized by the laws of New-Jersey regulating elections, and tbere^ 
fore not under the sanctbn of an official oiith, stating merely in* 
fererices from other papers, thenaselves not evidence, being exrparte 
affidavits, taken without authority of law and without notice to 
us, and proved by the law itself to be f^ilse upon Us face, could not 
be received as proof of the facts it asserts in any court of record in 
the Union; and an intention being manifested to carry farther 
this insult to our State, and to consummate the outrage upon ber 
rights, by exchiding us, her representatives, from taking part in the 
organization of tlie House,, wej in the name of our Slate and of

We have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of y<Jin* letter of 
this date, and assure you thAt it would give us great pleasure to re- 
lieve the members of the House of Represenftatives, from the em- 
barrassment into which they hate been thrown by the unprecer 
dented course adopted by the Clerk, and sustained by his jfriends, 
could we do so without sacrificing the honour of our state, the dig- 
nity of her laws, and the respect due to her ofiicers* 

Permit us, gentlemen, respectfully to ask, whether you have fully 
reflected upon the consequences of adopting your prdposition,that 
waiving for the present the question of rights we shall all retire 
from our seats and wait the further action of the Heuse T 

The first and most obvious is, to exclude five-sixths of the rep- 
resentation of New Jersey from all action, not only in theorgani-~ 
zation of the House, but in all other matters, however vital to her 
interests, until it shall please the majority to determine who are en- 
titled to the seats^ 
10a 
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itether is, that white the ads of the proper aiitii<Kitie8 in olb«r 
iMm ftre received as final and unqueetioDable, those of our State 
are to- be set aside upon mere preflumplion. It would also be sor- 
reodering the ouiy principle upon which a representative body cati 
be organized, that of recognizing as final and conclu^ive in the 
fint instance the act of delegating power duly authen4icated in tba 
form prescribed by law. And lastly, it woold be a fatal precedent 
for New Jersey \. we say New Jersey, for every other, state would 
fopudiate it with scorn. It would be esttiblishod^ by no act of their 
representatives, and. they would never acknowledge its validity 
with respect to themselves; New Jersey, alone, bound down by 
her own act, must bow to its authority. 

And upon whotn will rest the odium of such degradation ? Notf 
upon you. Not possessing the legal credentials, you could not, by 
pirliameatary usage, take the seats without a vote of the House, evea 
if we were to relinquish them, and therefore mcurno responsibility 
in witlulrawing.; but we, bearing the com miseion of the state, are 
boundto execute its dutiebi, or at once to resign. 

We theiefore consider it better, far beUer^ that we should be ex- 
cluded by an arbitrary and illegal apt of others than voluntarily 
to.abandon our post. The precedent would in either case be a fa« 
tal one ; but in the former fatal alike to every state, aiid each would 
feelvihe nfecessity of reversing it, while in the latteii^ ifi* would de» 
grade New Jersey alone. 

YcMi refer to parliamentary usage as sanctioning the course pro* 
posed, but we have not been able to discover any such usage : 89 
far from it, we find every precedent against it, and throughout 
this long discussion not one in its favor has been referred to. 

In the case of Letcher and Moore, the parties voluntarily adop- 
ted the course which the House must have taken, as tieilher of 
them had the legal credentials ; and in that of Claiborne and 
Gliolson, those gentlemen retained ilieir seats, though iheir cre- 
dentials were irregular upon their face ; in both case& it was ad- 
uffi^ted^onail haiuis, (hat had the credentials^ been in proper form 
no question could have ansen : and until such a case can be found, 
we fed authorized to say, that no question ha&ever been made in 
such a case until the present time. 

J You allege that you received a majority (if the votes of the peo- 
ple of Naw- Jersey at the lute congressional eieeticn ; wr, gende*^ 
men, also claun that we received a majority pf the votes otthe peo- 
ple of New Jersey at that election, and upon that ground claim tO' 
beiheif repeeseniatives* 

The people of the state, alone, liavethe right to send ih^ir rep-- 
iiesentatives) and it ie not every paper smuggled into the ballot- 
htnr by tiio«» who are not of the people of New^Jersey, et^ sMbsii* 
iuted by tha. officers ot election in place of the legal v^iUswbich^ 
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ba^e been plained there, that can be called a vote of the people of 
New-Jersey. Her votes are given only by her own citizens. 

We have presented no evidence but our commissions, because 
these, and nothing but these, cun be received before the organiza- 
tion of the House. But were these the only evidence we could 
rely upon, we should have presented them only to resign our trust. 
Before we were aware that the law had awarded these cominis* 
aions to us, we were informed that the ballot-boxes in several 
townships had been the subject of gross frauds; and the exami- 
nation which followed in our legislature, with respect to one of 
them, proved thus far the truth of the charge. Aware, however, 
of the difficulties attending such an examination before Congressi 
we, on the ve«*y first day on which our commissions came into ef- 
fect, offered to resign them and submit the question again to the 
people, in the hope that effective measures would be taken in the 
meantime to secure the integrity of the ballot-boxes. You thought 
it your duty not to accede lo our proposition^ and to resign without 
your concurrence would have been merely to present the same 
questions to the House in a itnore embarrassing form. 

All that remained for us, therefore, was to ascertain whether or 
not we liad received a majority of the legal^ votes, that we might 
leel justified in the onecase in talting our seats, and in the other ia 
•urrendering our commissions to Congress. Our examination has 
satisfied us that we had such majority; our course is therefore clear, 
and, while we sliall avoiti taking any improper advantage of our 
position, we must act in those cases when duty requires it*

"Whereas it appears, from a report made by Johh B. Aycrigg, 
John P. B. Maxwell, William Halsted, Charles C. Strat* 
ton, and Thomas Jones Yorke, five of the persons duly com- 
missioned as Representatives of the people of New-Jersey in 
the twenty-sixth Congress of the United States, to the Gov- 
ernor of this state, and by him communicated to the legisla- 
ture, that, at the time and place prescribed by law for the 
meeting of that Congress, they appeared and produced their 
commissions as such Representatives, and claimed the right 
to unite with the Representatives from the other states of the 
Union in forming and organizing a House of representatives, 
hut by the acts of a portion of those Representatives wen 
prevented from exercisiag that right, and are still excluded 
from any participation in their proceedings and delibera- 
tions; — by which acts the people of New- Jersey are deprived 
of their just voice in the councils of the nation, at a time 
when measures of great public importance and deeply affec- 
ting their feelings and interests are to be acted upon ; their 
state authorities and their seal are treated with indignity ; 
and a precedent is sought to be established, which, if not^ 
promptly and successfully resisted, may hereafter be used to

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justify 4he rejection ^^f-electotal votes or tbe exclusion of any 
number of duly conimissioned representatives that a design- 
ing and unprincipled faction may deem necessary to secure 
to itself the control of the national legislature.-^And ^bere- 
aSy in this unprecedented emergency^ it becomes the solemn 
duty of New-Jersev firmly to oppose this attempt to subvert 
the fundamental pi*inciple of a free representative govern-

And be it resolved by the authority aforesaid^ That as the le- 
gislature of New-Jersey has prescribed a commission granted 
T)y the Governor under the Great Seal of the State, as the only 
mode in which the election of her representatives shall be offi- 
cially certified, such a commission issued in due form of law 
confers upon each person to whom it is granted a full and per- 
fect right to claim and exercise all the jiovvers and duties of a

the Hon. R. M. T. Hunter, a representative from Virginia, 
with a request that he will lay the same before the other repre- 
sentatives from the several states now assembled at Washing- 
ton.

The first resolution of whi<^fa was unanimously a^dopted. 

Mr. Vncfi tnoved to strike out the second resolution and in* 
sert the following, viz. 

Whereas the Constitution of the United States declares that 
«<tbe Hoase of Representatives shall be composed of niembers 
chosen every second year by the people of the several states, 
and that the electors in each state ^hall have the qualifications 
requisite for the most numerous branch of the State Legisla,- 
ture ;'^ and that 'Hhe timesy places, and manner of holding 
elections for Senators and Representatives shall be prescribed 
in each state by the Legislature thereof,'* but that Congress 
may at any time, by law, make or alter such regulations, ex- 
cept as to the places of qhoosing Senators,'' and that **each 
House shall be the judge of the elections, returns, and qualifica^ 
tions of its members." And, Wherea6, the Legislature of the 
State of New-Jersey, acting in their federative capacity, and 
not by virtue of any inherent and independent right of state 
sovereignty, have ^'prescribed the times, places and manner of 
holding elections, for Representatives in Congress," from the 
.atate of New-Jersey, iu conformity to the said Constitution: 

And Whereas, in pursuance of the^ said law, the People of 
the State of New-Jersey, did, at the times, and places, and in 
the manner thereby prescribed, by a majority of votes, choose 
jPeter D. Yroom, William R. Coo])er, Philemon Dickerson, 
Daniel B. Ryall, Joseph KUte, and Joseph F. Randolph, to bo 
12 
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4heit* Representatives in the twenty-sixth Congress of the 
fUnited States: 

And Whereas^ 4he ]aw ^f the state presoriihing the tiniesy^ 
.places, and manner of holding elections for representatives in 
.Congress, also prescribes, that after the election has been 
' made by the people of the State, the judges iind inspectors of 
each township election, together with the Clerk of the election 
shall proceed without delay, to take an account of and cast up 
the votes given in, for each candidate, and make separate lists 
of the same, and sign, certify, seal up, direct and transmit the 
same to the Clerk of the county, who shall attend at the court 
,house of the county on the Saturday next succeeding the day 
of election, for the pi^rpose of receiving the same, which list 
shall be delivered to him before'fivc o'clock of the said day, 
ttnd that the said -clerk shall theh proceed in a public manner, 
4o make one ge^ieral list of all the candidates voted for, in the 
several townships, -together with the number of votes received 
tin each of them, in the said several townships, and transmit 
thftsame, at the expense of the State, to the Governor, within 
seven days thereafter, having first made a duplicate thereof to

,,And Whereas, the said law of the State of New- Jersey, so 
far as respects the result ox returns of the election of such rep- 
resentatives, is a gratuitous exertio;) of state legislation, not 
expressly conferred upon the said state by the Constitution of 
the United States, hut there^jy delegated to the House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States, and not reserved to the states 
or the people, inasgnuch as the right to prescribe the manner of 
holding an election terminates upon the closing of the polls, 
and taking an account of and casting up the number of votes 
^iven in for ejach candidate, and is merely directory, and not 
iinperative as to the duty of the returning officers. 

And Whereas, the said law upon the true and settled rules of 
^construction, derived from the principles of the common law, 
and adopted' uniformly by the Congress of the United States, 
/rn all cases ought to be so cpnstrue^ as not to def^tbe 
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Toiceof the murlortty of the ])eopIe of the 8^te te wtotn thd 
right of election, under the eonstkutioh of the United IStates, 
exclasively belongs, independent of any state authority to 
judge thei*eof9 by the default, ignorance, want of form, neglect, 
' omission or fraud of any state officer clothed ^ith state author- 
ity to transmit the results of such eieetton to Congress. 

And Whereas, the law of the State of New-Jersey, in con- 
formity with said rules of eonstruetion, and the adjudications of 
Congress, has prescribed, that tlie sole duty of the Governor 
and Privy Council shall ht to cast up the whole number of 
votes from the several counties for each candidate for repi*esen-' 
tatives, and to determine the six |)ersons who have the greatest 
numbet* of votes from the whole state, therefore, and to enable 
them 80 to determine, it further prescribes, that if the certi- 
fied lists of aU the candidates voted for in the several town-' 
ships of the county, for such representatives, shall not be re-' 
ceived from any of the clerks of the several counties in the state 
by the Governor within sf ven days after the day prescribed" 
by law for casting up the votfes, making a list thereof, and cer- 
tifying the same, by the clerks of the respective counties, it 
shall be the duty of the Governor forthwith to send an express 
' to the clerk of the county or counties from which siich certified 
Hsts shall have not been received, aud to procure the same a^ 
the expense of the state. 

And Whereas, the certified list of the votes of the county oP 
Cumberland and of the county of Middlesex transmitted by 
the respective clerks of those counties, ar\d received by the 
Grovernor, was not a true and correct list of all the votes given' 
for each candidate in all the townships of the said several 
counties, but the former did omit to include 306 votes given for 
the said candidates in the township of Millville, in the county 
of Cumberland, and the latter did omit to include 340 votes' 
given for the said candidates in the township of South Amboy, 
in the county ^of Middlesex, and thereupon it became the duty 
of the Governor, under the sound construction of the kw of 
the state, before he and his Privy Council could cast up Hit 
whole nnmber of votes from the several counties of the state, 
and determine the six persons who had the greatest number of 
votes from the whole state, to send an express to the clerks of 
the said several counties, and thus procure the whole number 
of votes from the whole state at the'expense of the state. 

And Whereas, notwithstanding such omission of duty on the 
part of the Governor of the State of New-Jersey, certified 
copies, in due form of law, of the lists of votes given in for 
each candidate, for representatives in Congress, at the elections^ 
held in the said several townships of Millville andr South Am^^ 
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Council by bim summoned, to cast up the whole number of 
▼otes from the several counties for each candidate for represent 
tatives in Congress, and to determine the persons who had the 
greatest number of votes from the whole state ; therefore, imv* 
#rtheless, the said Governor and Privy Couacil, did» contrary 
to the true intent and meaning af the law, and ef the Ceosti- 
tution of the United States, and in manifest mbtake of their 
duty, procMd, not to east up the whole number of votes frfnn 
the ^veral counties for each candidate, and determine the mx 
persons who had the greatest number of votes from the whole 
state^fand thereupon to commission such persons, but to deter** 
mine that it appeared to the Governor of the Stale of New* 
Jersey and the Privy Council thereof, that John B. Aycrigg^ 
William Halsted, John P. B. Maxwell, Joseph V. Randolph^ 
Charles C. Stratton, and Thomas Jones Yorke were duly elect* 
edby the people of New- Jersey to represent the said state iii 
the House of Representatives of the United Stales for tbo 
twenty-sixth Congress of the United States ^ and the Gover- 
nor eommissioned them accordingly. 

And Whereas, the authority delegated by the law of the 
state of New-Jersey, to the Governor and Privy Council, was 
a special authority and trust, emanating, not from any right 
of the state of New-Jersey, as a Sovereign State in its organic 
capacity, or any reserved right of the state, bat as a party to 
the federal compact, and deriving all their po)W[ers from it^ 
ought it not strictly, yet substantially to be pursued, and is 
confined by its very terms, to determining the six persons who 
had the greatest number of votes from the whole State, by cas^ 
ting up the whole number of votes from the several counties of 
the State, and constituted the Governor a mere organ, of tran&* 
mittingsucfa aggregate result to Congress, and not to deter- 
mine who was elected^ and that therefore the commission of the 
said Governor thus granted to John B, Aycrigg, William Hal- 
sted, John R B. Maxwell, Joseph F. Randolph, Charles C« 
Stratton, and Thomas Jones Yorke^ for the want of such con^ 
fbrmity, and the usurpation of power never claimed by the 
State of Me w-Jersey, by any law, conferred on her by her- 
agents, by the Constitution of the United States, to jLudge of 
the election of Representatives, is void as a Commission, and 
as such confers no rights upon the persons to whom the same is* 
given. 

And Whereas, neither the state of New- Jersey, in its organic 
capacity, as a sovereign state, nor the Grovernor and Vri'vf 
CcMincil of the said state, have any right, under the Constitution 
af the United States, to elect Aepresentatives ia Owf;fi$m 
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from the said state^ but that r%ht belongs wholly and excltf-^ 
sively to the jtepple of the state in their highest sovereign ca- 
pacity, nor have any right to judge of the electibn^f returns, oi* 
qualifications of such representative — because that right belpngs 
exclusively to the House of Repre^ntatives, and any attempt 
to wrest from the people of New-Jiersey the sole right of elect- 
ing their representatives in Congress, or from Congress the 
exclusive right of judging of the elections, rtetUrns, or qualifi- 
cations of its own members, is a dangerous odurpation, under 
whatever plausibre pretext it may be covered. 

And whereas, the state of New- Jersey, neither rn its organic ' 
capacity as a sovereign state, or as*^ a member of the Federal 
compact, hath any lawful right or authority to deprive tfie 
people of that state, or any part of them^ of their votes, after 
tliey have been given in at the poll^, in the manner prescribed 
by the laws of the State for holding clectitms, or the action of 
state officers in any manner whatever, for want of form, or for 
the default^ ignorance, fraud,^ neglect or misconduct of the' 
mere returning officers in transmitting the returns of the officers 
holding the elections in any manner prescribed for the purpose 
by state laws, which are simply intended to present the aggre- 
gate vote of the whole state to Congress, for their judgment. 

And whereas, the acts of the Governor and before mentioned- 
clerks, as mere returning officers, iji suppressing the returns of 
the votes of 306 electors in the sard township of Millville', anil 
^e votes of 346 electors in the township of South Amboy, hav- 
ing no right to judge either of the elections held in the said 
townships, or the returns tiiereo^ was a gross and daring ufuxr^ • ^ 
pation — a violation, not orAj of the Jaws of the State of New- 
Jersey, but of the constitution of the United States, destruc- 
tive to the rights of the people, and of the rights of suffrage, 
and an alarming attempt to wrest the right of election from the 
people, and vest it in their unfaithful, fraudulent' or negligent 
agents. 

And whereas, the Governor of the Stiftte of New-Jersey and ' 
the Privy Council thereof, acting under the law of the state 
prescribing the manner of holding elections for representatives, 
»ct nrterely as retui'ning officers of the House of Representa- 
tives, a/id subordinate to the powers conferred on that body by 
the Constitution of tbe United States, and as their ministerial 
officers, in transmitting the agglregate of the whole vote of the 
whole state, and have no' riglit to intercept such return by the 
Broad Seal of the State, or any other device, *8o as to prevent 
their free and constitutional right to judge of the elections and^ 
returns of its membeirs : 
Attd whereas, tlie right of electing representatives in the**

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Bnigs to the people of that state, and not their agents, whethea^ 
Oovernor, Privy Council,, county clerks, or the officers liolding;

And whereas^ the people of the State of New-Jersey, at the- 
•lection lawfully held at the tunes, places,, and in the manner 
prescribed hy the legislature of the States in conformity to th& 
Constitution^ did choose^ hy a majority of their votes given 
att the polls held in the several townships of the several 
counties of the said State^ and adjudged to be lawful by 
tlie judges ajipointed for the purpose, Peter D. Yrooro,. 
Philemon Dickerson, William R. Cooper,^ Daniel B. Ryall,. 
Joseph Kille and Joseph F. Randolph, to be their representa- 
tives on the twenty-sixth Congress of the United States, as ap- 
pears by the returns, duly affiled of record in the office of the 
Secretary of State, and their Com^misston \h derived directly 
from the peo[>le,. and cannot lawfully or cbnstitutitmally be de-^ 
jfeated, impugned or destroyed by the Great Seal of the state, 
or any officers of the State r ^ 

And whereas tlie only prima Cacie right and title to'a seat as- 
a member of the House of Representatives is derived from a 
iiiaj<u*ity of the votes of the people of the state, given at the 
elections held in the manner prescribed by the law» of the state^ 
and returned by the officers holding such elections, and Peter 
D. Vroom, Philemon Dickerson, William R. Cooper, Daniel 
B*. Ryall and Joseph Kille, thus ekcted and returned as five of 
the representatives of the people from the state of tfew-Jers^ 
in the twenty-sixth Congress of the United States, appeared at 
the time and place prescribed by law for the meeting of thai 
Congress, and presented the evidence of their election and re- 
turn, in due a<nd legal Yornv and claimed their seats, and wer& 
prevented from taking the same by the adverse claim of Johfi> 

B. Aycrigg, William Halstcd, John P. B. Maxwell, Charles. 

C. Strattoh, and Thomas Jones Yorke claiming a right and ti- 
tle to tiie same, under and by virtue of a comittission granted 
by the Governor of the State, not in conformity to any law of 
the State or any act of Congress, hut in violation of both the 
letter and the spirit of the former and founded upon an opea 
and notorious omission of tlie state officers to discharge theii*- 
appropriate duties : • 

And.wl^reas, by dieans^ of such unlawful claim derived from* 
the acts of omission and commission of the returning officers- 
of New-Jersey and not from, the choice of the people, the ren- 
vesentatives thus chosen and returned by a.majority of the whole- 
votes of the wh<de state, have been excluded from participating 
w. the proceedings and deliberations of Congress^ and the {leo^ 
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life of the state ^N. Jersey have been deprii^ by the atiTawfiiV 
acts ef their agents of their just voice in the council of the nation r 
And whereas the Governor of the State in his message to his 
Privy Council summoned to determine which six persons had 
the greatest number of votes from the whole state for represent 
tatives in the twenty*sixth of the United States, after deter- 
mining that the votes of the townships of Millville and South 
Amboy aforesaid, should be excluded, not from any fault of 
the people, but the neglect of their agents, says, ^ That if, 
through inadvertence or by design, any votes have not been 
returned by the clerks^ it is in the power of the House of Re- 
presentatives', in their discretion to allow those votes, and give 
the seat to the person who with those votes may be elected. All 
representative assemblies possess and continually exercise the 
right of deciding wha is entitled to a seat in them^'' — and he 
declares his ^* earnest wish that before the proper and consti- 
tutional tribunal for deciding the matter, each candidate may 
have the full benefit of evefy legal vote he may have received 
at the election;'^ and by his message dated the fourteenth day 
of this month complains that the House of Representatives ot 
the United States, to which tribunal he had previously referred 
the matter for decision, bavo exercised their clear, constitu- . 
tional right of judging of the ** election and returns" of its 
own members, and calls upon the Legislature of the State of 
New-Jersey " to vindicate the abu$ed honor and violated rights 
of the State, in firm and manly tones,'' because the House of 
'Representatives have not admitted the persons elected by him, 
or the persons chosen by the people to take their seats, until 
they judged who ha<! the greatest number of votes from tho 
whole State for such Representatives, and investigated the 
rights of the respective claimants to seats in Congress upon 
their respective claims : 

1. Thei'efore be it Resolved by the Legislative Council >and 
General Assembly of the State of New-Jersey, That the right 
of the Legislature of the State of New- Jersey to prescribe the 
times, places and manner of holding elections for Representa- 
tives, does not necessarily or in any way include the power 
to prescribe the manner in which the result of such elections 
shall be ascertained and certified so as to disfranchise any por- 
tion of the eitizens of the State of their right of election, after 
the polls are closed, or defeart the voice of the majority 
♦rf the people admitted to vote, by the judgement of the 
officers holdifig the election, either for the mistakes, ignorance 
or fraud of returning (jfficers, or by the use of the great seal of 
the state — ^That eleciions^ aie the acts- of the people in' their 
highest sovereign capacity, and *<The Returns*' commenee: 
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when the election terminates^ And all the acts of the agents of 
the people and the former cannot be either directly or indirect- 
ly trendered null and void by any act of the lattery either of 
omission or commission. 

2. And be it further Resolved by the authority^ aforesaid, 
That the authority conferred by the laws of the State upon the 
Governor thereof to commission her Representatives, does not' 
authorize him to elect Representatives, or to judge who are 
elected Representatives, and such authority is not ^n exercise 
of a right of the State in its sovereign organic capacity, or any 
receivcrd i^ight of a State under the Constitution, bat of a power- 
derived from its federative capacity as a party to the constitU' 
tional compact, and subordinate to the regulations of that com^ 
pact ; and that such authority makes the Governor of the State 
a mere returning agent of the House of Representatives of the 
United States, and is a special limited authority or trust, which 
must appear upon its face to be or in point of fact must be sub* 
stantiaily pursued ; and the commission granted by the Gov^ 
ernor, founded on the assumption of the right of determining 
the six persons who were elected representatives, instead of de- 
termining the six persons who had the greatest number of votes 
.from the whole Statej by casting up the whole number of votes 
from the several counties thereof^ is n«ll and void as a commis-^ 
sion, and as such, when bona fide contested before the lawful tri- 
bunal, gives no right to the holder to claim and exercise the du- 
ties of a representative of the people of the fitate until the same 
is passed upon by that tribunal, and at best can only be con- 
sidered as an evidence of title, and not the title itself to mem>- 
bership, which can only be conferred by the voice of the ma- ' 
jority of the people ^iven at the election held at the times^ 
places, and in the manner prescribed by the law of the States' 
and appearing upon the whole retiu'ns of M the officers holding 
the same. 

And be it Resolved by the authority aforesaid, That the cer- 
tified list^, as well those made by the respective clerks of the 
several counties, as those made by the election officers of the 
said townships of Millvitle and South Amboy, and the minutes 
of the Governor and Privy €/ouncil having been delivered to^ 
the Secretary of State oPNew-Jersey, by the Governor thereof, 
to be kept, and actually filed in his office, became and are public' 
records^ and the said Secretary of State is bound by law and' 
the duties of his office to make and furnish a copy thereof to any 
one desiring the same and paying the fees thereof, and certify 
the same under his seal of office; and such certified copy 
is in 'pursuance of the law of the landy-andisentitlcd to be re- 
ceived as lawful evidences- 
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And be it Resolved by the aathority ftforesaid* That the 
State of New- Jersey has by solemn compact contained in the 
Constitution of the United States delegated to the House of Re« 
preseotatives of the United States, the sole and exclusive right 
of ^'judging of the elections* returns andjjuaHfications of its 
members," and such right cannot be witlulrawn or abridged 
without a violation of that compact, and a fraud upon the righti^ 
of her sister States, who have an interest in ascertaining that 
the Representatives are chosen b j the people of the State and 
not by their agents, and in preventing persons being smuggled 
into the House of Representatives by the negligence or fraud 
of State officers* and in vindicating the purity of -elections and 
returns. 

And be it Resolved by tlie authority aforesaid, That under 
tiie Constitution of the United States and the laws of New- 
Jersey, no person has a right or title to a seat in the H6use of 
Representatives, unless he is chosen by a majority of the votes 
of the people of the State, given at the election held at the 
times,^ places, and in the manner prescribedby the Legislature 
thereof; and that the returns of tlie election officers is prima 
fceie evidence of the legality of the votes so given ; and that 
the House of Representatives is the only tribunal before whom» 
and in whose discretion the same can be disproved, and until 
so disproved the persons having the majority of the whole nunw 
her of such votes are entitled to their seats as Representatives* 

And be it Resolved by the authority aforesaid, That the 
House of Representatives, both by the law of Parliament, it* 
own usages and the Constitution of the United States, can elect 
a Speaker before the members thereof are sworn, and that those 
whose seats, derived from the choice of the people, are undis- 
puted, liave necessarily the power to decide who sliall be enti- 
tled to seats as members, in any stage of its proceedings : and 
where a bona fide contest exists, as to whom a majority of votes 
are given at the polls, the said House of Repret^entatives may 
require the claimants to stand aside until that fact is ascertain- 
ed, but after it is ascertained the claimants having such ma- 
jority are prima facie entitled to their seats and to represent 
the people, until the question on the merits of an election if any 
sdch should be presented, and which can only be raised by pe- 
tition, shall have been decided, and that the members whose 
rights to seats are uncontested^ in the meanwhile compose the 
constitutional House of Representatives both before and after 
they are sworn, and may exercise all the powers conferred upoa 
that body by the constitution of the United States in its appro- 
priate action. 

And be it Resolved by the attthority aforesaid^ That the acfc 
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of the Governor of 4he Sfate of N.J. iirueing tbe Great Seal to 
commission Messrs. Aycrigg, Halstedy Maxwell, Stratton and 
Yorke^ founded upon an assumption that they were duly elected 
• by the people of the Suie of N. Jersey i\s their repKesentatives,which 
was not true, and of which ho had no right to judge even if true,, 
instead of determining as he ought to have done, and spread such 
facts upon the face of his conunis^ion, that they had the greatest 
number of votes, for the same, wliich wa^ the only faat be had a 
right to determine, and the act of the said claimants, under the 
said commissions, ip claiming seats, and the proceedings of those 
who supported them in their unlawful and unconstitutional claim 
has deprived New-Jersey hitherto of a portion of her constitutloa- 
al representatives, an^ if there has been any gross outrage upon the 
xights and feelings of the people of the state of New- Jersey, or 
any palpable violation of the constitution and of the parliamentary 
law established by reason and unvarying usage, it has been com- 
mitted by them, or sprung from their acts, in attempting to force 
by the solemnity of a broad seal, members who were not elected 
by the people, in the place of those whom they had lawfully chosea 
to represent them ; the first claiming their seats by the acts of omis- 
sion or commission of the mere agents or servants of the people^ 
and the latter by the electbn of the people themselves* 

AnjI be it Resolved by ibe authority aforesaid, That^ while it ia 
to be deplored that the acts of the agents of the people of this state 
should thus deprive them of their lawful representatives, and that 
the said Governor should now attenapt to censure ox millify the 
action of the House of Representatives exercising what he admits* 
to be their constitutional and exclusive power, yet it is consoling to 
reflect that the action of the Congress has hitherto happily defeated 
the persons claiming under his commission from obtaining seals,, 
and it would be more desirable for the people to be deprived, for a 
time, of their just representation, than to witness those whom they 
have rejected usurping the places of those whom they have elected. 

And be it Resolved, by the authority aforesaid, That the peo- 
ple of New- Jersey have an abiding confidence in the justice and 
wisdom of the House of Representatives to preserve the purity of 
elections, and the rights of the people to choose their own Repre- 
sentatives, free from the contamination of the acts of their agents 
and that they will do in the first instance what those agents omit- 
ted to do, decide which six persons had the greatest numL)er of the 
votes of the people of the several counties of the whole state given 
at the polls; as appears by the returns of the election officers as a. 
question of returns only, and give the Representative seats to those 
who, on casting up the same^ shall be entitled, leaving the persons 
who may se^ cau$e to contest the merits of the election by petition, 
according to the law of Parliament, and thus secure to the peoples 
of thii state their just Replantation pending such contest. - 
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And be it Resoked, by the authority aforesaid, That the House 
of Representatives of the United States "possesses the power in its 
fullest extent, and has alone that power,** "to judge of the elections^ 
returns, and qualifications of its nrembers,^' which necessarily in^ 
eludes that of determining the time an^ manner of so judging, and 
any attempt by state functionaries or etate legislatures to prescribe 
a different time or manner for their exercising that power, is un- 
constitutional, and a new and covert attempt at nullification in its 
most ddious sense, nor can such powers be circumscribed by the 
fprms or ceremonies of a commission, or certificate, or return of an 
election, made under state authority so as to conceal the truth 
from their investigation, or to confer any tehiporary protection or 
immunity from such exclusive power, and that all power of the 
state or its functionaries over the elections terminates with closing 
thefpoll?a, and taking account of and casting up the numt)ei of 
votes given in for each candidate, and then the exclusive right of 
the House of Representatives commences to judge, who, under all 
the circumstances of the case, has a right to membership : and 
whenever such right is bona fide questioned before qualification of 
a member, it must be settled before his qualification, according to 
the uniform usage of Congress ; and that a commission, return or 
certificate, does not confer a title to membership or a seat in Con- 
gress, but is only a circumstance of evidence : and that such delay 
as is unavoidably incident to the investigation ^f such right is not 
a denial of justice, but a means of doing justice ; and that the 
proceedings in the House of Representatives in relation to the con* 
tested rights to seats in that body by those claiming to be represent- 
atives of the people of the Slate of New-Jersey in the twenty-sixth 
Congress is neither unconstitutional, unwarrantable, or unjust, and 
dues not take away from the remaining representatives from the 
several states the .right or authority to ei^ercise any of the powers 
conferred upon a constitutional House of Representarives, nor does 
it abridge or infringe upon any rights of the State of New-Jersey, 
which, by the constitutional compact, hath voluntarily constituted 
the House of Representatives the exclusive judges of such ques- 
tions, without appeal or nullification by said state. 

And be it Resolved, by the authority aforesaid. That the doctrine 
contained in the message of his Excellency, William Pennington, 
Governor of the State of New- Jersey, to the Lcgiskilure thereof, 
dated 4,he 14th inst, that, ^'^hether, tlierefore, the decision of the 
, functionaries of the people in granting certifiicates to Messrs. Ay- 
crigg, Halsted, Maxwell, Stratton, and Yorke, was nght or wrong. 
Congress at all events is bound to receive the credentials thus fur* 
nished, as the mandate of the estate to thepi ;ihat they admit their 
representatives to their seats, until others can show a better title,'^ 
is a palpable violation of the Constitution of the United States, of 
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th« solemn compact made by the Stale of New Jenejr with her 
sister states, an assumption of executive prerogative and iofallibility 
at war with the fundamental principles of our republicUD institu- 
tions, unwarranted by any state law, and wrests tb''. right of suffrage 
from the ()eople, and vests it in their functionary, and is of a most 
alarming and dangerous tendency, and the legislature, as the 
guardians of the rights of the people, in their highest sovereign 
capacity feel bound in the most respectful manner, solemnly to 
protest against the same as unconstitutional, arbitrary, unfounded, 
and destructive of the rights of the people, and the principles of 
their institutions. 

And be it Resolved by the authority aforesaid. That the thanks 
of this Legislature, and those we represent, are due to Peter D. 
Yroom, William R. Cooper, Daniel B. Ryall, Philemon Dickerson, 
ftnd Joseph Kiile, our members of Congress elect, for their firm, yet 
discreet, dignified, and honorable ooursCi in asserting the rightaof 
themselves and of the sovereign people of New Jersey : and we 
hereby request them not to leave their posts or cease their efforts 
until ample justice is done to the state in their admission to their 
seats in the House of Representatives.

To bis Excellency, Governor Pennington : 

Sir— I have received througli you thexesolutions of thp Council 
and General Assembly pf New-Jersey, a copy of which w a 
ordered to be transmitted to **the Hon. R. M. T« Hunter, a 
Representative from the State of Virginia, with a request that 
he will lay the same before the other representatives from the 
several states, now assembled at Washington.'* 

As an individual or as a member from the State of Virginia, 
I should always esteem it a distinguished honor to be selected 
as the organ through whom the sovereign State of New-Jersey 
might be pleased to express its wishes and opinions. But as I 
liave no right to suppose that the Council and General Assembly 
-of New-Jersey, have designed thus to distinguish me individu- 
ally, and to the exclusion of the honorable member from that 
State, who, with others constitute the present House of Rep- 
resentatives ; I feel bound to conclude upon this consideration 
And from the general terms of the resolutions themselves, that 
ithey were sent to me on account of the station which I at pres- 
ent occupy. Under these circumstances I beg leave most re- 
spectfully to decline to lay these resolutions before the House 
AVer which I have the honor to preside, as^ virtually, they seem 
ito deny my title to the 'ofEce of Speaker^ and the ri^ht of those 
#r(i9 bikve invested me with that trust.. 
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The Hot»e of Bfe{ire8entativea of Ide United States ^f Amer'* 
ica having elected a Speaker, h^s a right to exfiect that sdl 
communications made to it, tlirimgh its organ, should be ad- 
dressed to him in hia official capacity* Under this view of the 
case, it would seem that I cannot comply with the request of 
the CouncH and General Assembly of New^Jerscy, with a due 
regard to the dignity of the House^ or without admitting Vjr 
infereiM^, that it had conferred upon me authority which it had 
no right to give, and that I myself am discharging the funC'* 
tions of an office to which I have no title. These are admis- 
sions which I am not prepared to make. 

In thus stating my views in reference to the request made 
of me, I. raise no question as to the propriety of the resolutions 
themselveSi or as to the right of the Council and General As- 
semhly of New- Jersey to ado(>t tiiem« I only refer to them as 
they relate to my official station to show that I am influenced 
by no want of respect for the constituted .authorities of the 
State of New- Jersey, but governed entirely by a sense of duty 
to the House of which I am the organ, and which may expect 
that I shall not lay before them communications which refuse 
to accredit me as such. I am not disposed to cavil about mere 
matters of form, nor do I imagine that a personal disrespect 
was intended to be offered to me by tliose w hose station and 
dignity alike forbid such a supposition. But when an omission 
of form seems designed as a mode of decrying the rights and 
privileges of the Houselaf Representative^ of wkidi I am the 
organ, it becomes my duty to do nothing which may recognize 
the propriety of such an omission* 

I have retained the copy of the Resolutions transmitted to 
me until I shall be further advised by your Excellency of any 
disposition which it may be purposed to make of them. 

In conclusion I beg leav^ to express my regret that 1 should 
be unable to'comply with any request made of me by the Coun- 
cil and General Assembly of New-Jersey.

By the tenth aection of the first article of the Constitutbn 
of the^Uoi^d States^ it i^^ amnnf^t othnr things, pvo^ic^, tbfr 
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no sttte shall ftM any law 'Mmpairing the obligation af eon- 
tracts.'' Is the act in question a eoi4ract within the meaning 
of this danse of the Constitution of Ihe United States ? 

That it is a grant hj the State of New- Jersey to Aaron 
Ogden, his heirs and assigns^ will not be disputed. Is a grant 
then a contract ? Contracts are of various kinder They may 
be executed or executory. An executory contrast is when a 
party agrees to do a particular thing*^ A contract executed is 
. when the thing itself is actually done. A grant therefore dif- 
fers in no respect from an executed contract. — £ Blacksione 
Com. 443. • 

Again :— ^Contracts may be express" or implied. A grant i^ 
in the nature of an implied contract, for it amounts to an ex- 
tinguishment of the right of the grautor, and implies a con- 
tract that he will not re-assert it. — £ Story on Const. £43. 
. The Coristitution having made use of the general term,'Con- 
tract must be construed to embrace as well, those that are im- 
plied as well as those which are expressed, the executed as well 
as the executory. And this is the sense in which it has always 
been understood by the Supreme Court of the United States.— 
6 Cranch 137. 4 Wheat. 657. 

A grant therefore being a contract within the meaning of the 
constitution, it cannot be doubted that the States are prohibit- 
ed from passing any law interfering with, or impairing the ob- 
ligation' of any private grants. 

But the act in question is a public^ not a private grant. It is 
a grant made by a stated qreated by an act of the Legislative 
power. And there are those who vehemently insist, that such 
grants are not within the meaning of the Constitution ; that all 
laws may be repealed hy the same authority which enacted 
them ; that one Legislature lias no right to hind its successors. 

Such, however, is not the language of the Supreme Court of 
the United States. On the contrary, it has been repeatedly de- 
cided by that high tribunal, upon solemn argument, that grants 
made by a state, are equally within the prohibition of the con- 
^stitutioQ as grants of private persons, that a state is as much 
inhibited from impairing its own contracts, as it is from impair- 
ing contracts between individuals. 

Thus when the Legislature of Georgia passed an act autho- 
rizing a'sale of its public lands, and a sale was accordingly 
made and conveyances executed, it was held, that these convey- 
ances could not be rescinded or revoked by a subsequent Legis- 
lature, although it was alifiged that the original act was foun- 
ded in fraud and corrnpHon. — FUtcher V9. F$ck* 6 CramA ST. 
1 JCImf's Com. SS8. 

So, when the Legislatare of New-Jerftef declared hy law 
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that certain lands purchtJbed for the use of the Indiaiis, should 
be exempted from taxation, ^ was held, that the exemption 
could not be revoked, that such a legislative act amounted to a 
contract which could not be rescinded by a subsequent Legis- 
lature. — jyeW' Jersey -os. TfilsoUj 7 CrancK 164. 

And it has been determined that grants of land voluntarily 
made by a st^te ai^ equalFy Incapable of being resumed by a 
subsequent law, as those founded on a valuable consideration. 
Thus, if a state grant glebe lands, or other lands, to parishes, 
towns, or private persons gratuitously, they constitute execu- 
ted contracts which cannot be revoked. — Sec. 3> Story on OonsU 
258, and the cases there cited. 

Upon the authority of these repeated adjudications, I am of 
opinion, that the grant to Aaron Ogden, his heirs and assigns, 
amounting to ^contract within the meaning of the Constitution 
of the United States, the Legislature of New-Jersey has no 
right to repeal the act by which it was created.

The Commissioners deemed it proper also, to distinguish be^ 
tween the Insane^ and the Idiotai, as fa*; as practicable, as well as^ 
between those who may be occasionally Insane from intoxicating 
liquors^ and those whose insanity is of a more permunent charac- 
ter.. %They also ihpught proper to make a distinction between^the 
saving Maniac,, wh^ may be confined by chains, or other severe 
restraints, to prevent injury to himself or others, from those of 
more peaceful disposition^ It was recommended by the Board to 
several Commissioners, to make diligent enquiry in every township 
of the Slate, by personal visitation* as far as practicable, and by in*- 
tercourse and corrsepondent e with medical practitioners, overseers 
of poor houses, and with the personal friends of Lunatics, in or-* 
der to carry into effect the humane intentions of the Legislature- 
It was also reconmiended to ast the aid of the Assessors of the 
Townships, to inquire into these fticts,ra their calls on- the several 
families^ 

The second objiect designated by the resolution, as a part of the 
duty of tlie Commissioners, is "to ascertain the best" and most ef- 
fectual means for the relief of the Lunatics in the State." 

As some of the States of the Union had erected Lunatic Asylums 
whichi had been in> successful operation for some years, it was re* 
commended, that as rnany of the Commissioners as could devote a 
portion of their time to visit such losUlutions during the coming 
season, should do so, for the purpose of witnessing the arrangement 
of the buildings-*the owiec — government and discipline of the In- 
stitutions — their influence upon th& health and habits of the Insane, 
aiid; the expenses incident to them.. Two of the Commissioners, 
Doctors Snaith andi Condict, were deputed for this purpose ; and 
in the monihof May they visited the McLean Asylum* at Cbarles- 
lowA^; the Stat^ Lmiatia Hospital at Woxcester ;, the General Hos- 
pital and State Penitentiary at Boston. 

Institutions of a simitar character in Connecticut and New-York^ 
tdiey haveno.t jet found leisure to visits Sojne. allusions to th^seu 
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lostiUiUans will probably be made in 6ubse(}6nt parts of this Report. 
Early in July, the Coaunissioneri^ met agam in Newark, for fur- 
ther conference, and to ascertain the result of the inquiries as far 
as they bad been prosecuted in the several Districts. 

It has been found impracticable to visit persanallif^ every pre- 
cinct and neighboihqpd : yet by devoting much attention, and by 
information which may be relied oa from medical gentlemen of 
known respectability, and from the keepers of county and town 
poor bouses, as well as from individuals connected with Insane per- 
sons : the Commissioners believe there are very few cases, in their 
respective districts, which are not included in this Report, a brief 
summary of which msCy be seen in the accompanying table, ar- 
ranged by districts and counties, and showing in each, the number, 
sex, average age, and other circumstances, as collected ^nd ascer- 
tained by the several Commissioners. 

The Commissioners had decided at their first meeting in April, 
that the Return^ from the several districts, when completed, should 
be made to Dr. Condict, the Chairman of the Board, from which 
he was instructed to prepare a general report to be presented to the 
Legislature. Family sickness and urgent professional dutiesj 
have delayed the returns from some districts until January. It is 
not believed however, that any inconvenience will result to the pub- 
lic. If the Report shall be deemed of sufficient interest to warrant 
^ts publication by the Legislature, it may go out from the press in 
patnphlet form: and the next Legislature can adopt such mea- 
sures as the facts herein ascertained may seem to require. The 
pecuniary embarrasments now existing, may probably prevent fur- 
ther action during the present year. 

By reference to the table it will be seen that the number of Lu- 
natics, so far as the Commissioners have been able to ascertain them 
in three of the five districts — viz. DisL 2d, 4th, and 5th, is 261. 
In the 1st and 3d districts, the Lunatics and Idiots are not distin- 
guished in the returns.

K 19 sometimes difficuTt to define the boundary line between Lu- 
nacy and Idiocy.. The furious Maoiac, under the pressure of dis- 
ease,, gradually loses one mentiil faculty after another, until a}l are-

imal machine;. And!lHe hypocondriac sometimes becomes irritable 
and; impatient — then agitated and! fitful — sleepless and turbulent,.

outrage. Some have remained in confinement for years, and som^ 
of them in chains. There are now in Newark jail, two Lunatics. 
In New-Brunswick, two' in chains; and one in Gloucester poor 
house, one in Cumberland, and'oile in^Salera, all in chains. The 
individual, in chains, in Gloucester poor house is confined by hand 
andle^ irons, wiih a chain extending from each* to the floor. He 
is neither vicious nor violent, and would harm no one, unless, indi- 
reetly, by some mis( hievous prank. He is so restless and uneasy 
that when not confined in this way, he is Constantly engaged in 
tearing his cell hnd his clothes to pieces. It is highly probable that 
this man might be rendiered useful' to the community, instead of 
being a burden, were he in a well regulated institution. In this 
same county, also there is a female who, though but 28 years of 
age, has been chained by the ankle 12 years. 

In the 4th district. Dr. McChesney, says, "I find scenes t)f mis* 
cry and wretchedness, that the citizens of NewJeasey have never 
dreamed of— ^enough to melt the heart of the most obdurate.'' He 
has been able to trace 14 of these cases to intemperance — six to' 
religious excitement, and four to the influence of love. The great- 
er part arose from causes unknown — some were said to have been 
confined in cells tipwards of 20 years'. 

If the State shall determine toerectanlnstitution for its insane, 
we presume, it will be intended principally for that class of unfortu- 
nates, who for the want of such an establishment, are cummitted^ 
to jails, because the community is unsafe when they are at large. 
They are wandering at all hours — break into dweHing-houses at 
night, and greatly disturb the repose of families. In many instan- 
ces they pilfer for hunger — mak^ violent assaults upon the defence- 
less^-setfire to dwellings, and sometimes commit horrid murders 
— yet in the eye of the law, they are not Criminals^ because they 
are Insane,. The p«ace and safety of society demand their con-^ 
finemenf: and of necessity they are shut up with felons and crim- 
inals in county jails, wiiere every thing around them tends but to- 
confirm their in^janity, and to render recovery hopeless. 

As to the second inquiry prescribed by the Resolution, " the best 
and mo3t effectual means far relief,'' there is but one opinion in 
the Board of C )mmissioners, which is, that a State Asylum, or- 
Hospital properly constructed and regulated, aflbrds the mpst corn- 
fort, and yields more relief to the Insane, than any other means 
hitherto devised. This opinion «*s not the result of speculative theo-- 
ry and visionary conjecture, it rests upon the sure foundation of ac- 
tual experiment* Mostr^f the Slates ' in Europe have made the* 
experiment for us : and within a few* years, many of our sister^ 
States have improved upon European models of these hmndde In*' 
stitutions, which have been the means of^ restoring maoyrhaodredBf 
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of lost and benighted human beings to the bosom of their friends 
and families. 

The raving Maniac requires to be restrained and conined^but 
the kind of restraint and confinement which is indispensablelo himi 
cannot be furnished by the penitentiary, nor county jail, nor by any 
private family. The jail mav be security against escape, and man- 
acles and chains may restrain him frooff doing violence to him- 
self and others, and this is all these cati do. They can do noth- 
ing towards his restoration. The violence of disease remains un- 
mitigated, and its victim may linger out years of wretchedness in 
the dungeon, or death may come speedily to his relief. An Asy- 
lum constructed and adapted to theebject| we believe can alone fur- 
nish the required restraints and remedies. The common hospitals 
for tlie treatment of the lame and the sick are almost as unfit for 
the Maniac, as the jail is — as their bills of mortality will abundant- 
ly prove. 

The confinement and restraint which are required, must of ne- 
cessity vary, according to the character which distinguishes each 
Case, as well as to the changes which may daily occur in tb§ treat- 
ment of any one case. Every well regulated Asylum possesses the 
means of adapting these restraints to every modification and' form 
of disease ; whilst it places the sufferer under the care of persons 
who are trained and disciplined and skilled in the treatment : hence 
It is, that so large a portion of Lunatics are discharged from the 
Asylums, cured and restored to their friends. This is abundantly 
proved by experience, and especially incases of recent insanity and 
of the first attack. And experienee also furnishes lamentable proof 
that to shut up these wretched beings in a common jail^ or to con- 
fine them by chains and manacles in a poor-house or in a private 
family, is but to place them beyond the reach of recovery. We 
adopt the language of the Massachusette^Commissioners, in their 
Report to^the Legislature on this same subject, who say — 

^^ It is a well authenticated fact, that those upon whom the first 
attack of insanity is nK)st violent, and who are therefore more lia* 
ble, from the vehemence, of its assaults^ to commit outrages upon 
the persons or property of others, are also most easily cured. From 
all the inquiries made by the Commissioners upon this subject, 
they have never heard of more than three or four instances of res- 
toration among all those who have been subjected to the rigors of 
a confinement in jails and houses of correction ; while well regu- 
lated Institutions for the reception and appropriate treatment of the 
Insane, have returned fifty, sixty, and, in some instances, ninety 
p3r cent, of recoveries. To him whose mind is alienated, a pris- 
on is a tomb) and withii^ its walls he must sufier as one who awakes 
to life m the solitude of the grave. Existence and the capacity of 
pain are alone left hina. From every former source of j^leasure or 
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cbntenfment, be ik viorently sequestercdV Every formei* habit i» 
abruptly broken off. No medieal skill seconds the efforts of nature 
for his recovery, or breaks the strength of pain, when it seizes him 
with Convulsing grasp. No friends relieve e^ich other in solacitig' 
the weariness of protracted disease. No assiduous affection guards 
t^»e avenues^of appioaching disquietude* He is alike removed 
from all the occupations of health) and from all the attention^ 
every where, but within his homeless abobe, bestowed upon sickness- 
The solitary cell, the noisome atmosphere, the unmitigated cold^ 
and untempered heat, are themselves su'flftcient soon to derange 
every vital function of the body, and this only aggmvates the de- 
rangment of his mind. On every side is raised up an insur- 
mountable- barrier against his recovery. Gut off from all (he 
charities of life, endued with quickened sensibilities to pain, and 
perpetually slung by annoyances, which, though individually 
small, rise by constant accumulation to agonies almost beyond the 
power of human endurance : if his exiled mind in its devious 
wanderings ever approach the light by which it was once cheered. 
and directed, it sees every thing unwelcoming, every thing repul- 
sive and hostile, and is driven away into perpetual exile, 

" From the absence of suitable institutions amongst us, the In* 
aaoe have been visited with a heavier doom than that inHicted up- 
on the. voluntary cooteranerof the law. 'I'hey have been con* 
demned as no criminal ever was^ condemned, and have suffered as 
np criminal ever has suffered. The codfe by which they have been 
judged, denounces against them the penalties due only/ to crime, 
while it is unmitigated by any of those merciful provisions which, 
m our penal code, attemper justice with humanity. Even when 
a criminal stands convicted of perpetrating the most atrocious 
crime, the benignity of the law accompanies him to the solitude 
where he is to expiate his offence. He is comfortably clad and 
warmed and fed at the expense of the State whicji inflicts his pun- 
ishment. * He is supplied with the meatis of moral renovation, and 
when those, proofs of penitence and reformation are given, which 
it is in his |K)wer to furnish, the laws rejentand authorize the remis- 
sion of his sentence. But though the insane have been made 
fellow prisoners with the crimmal, they have suffered the absblute 
piivation of every comfort for the body and every solace for the . 
raind. Yet, why should man be treated even as a criminal, who, 
by universal consent, is incapable of crime ? We understand what 
is signified by retribution for guilt, but to speak of retribution for 
insanity, does violence to every feeling of hunaanity and dictate 
of conscience, v Yet this wretched class of our fellow beings^ 
whose only offence is what others justly regard as among the dir- 
est of calamities — as incaj!>able of moral guilt as unhappily they 
aj:« of moratconsolaiicm^ave been rag^rded- by ounlaws asvihouglu^ 
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they w«re rathet the objects of our vengettnce Uiait of commiset- 
ation. And were a syetem now to ba devised, whose express ob- 
ject it ^should be to drive every victim of insanity beyond the 
Hmiis of hope, itvvoutd scarcely be within the power of a perverse 
ingenuity to suggest on^ more infallible than that, whichy for so 
many years, has been in practical operation amongst us. That 
system could advance one paranrKHint claim to preference. Its ex* 
periments have been numerous, and have scarcely ever failed in 
rendering the most favorable cases of insanity utterly incurable.—^ 
This practice re-acts upon the community by which it is sanction- 
ed. To say nothing of the amount of human suffering it has 
caused, it cannot be doubted that, with appropriate treatment, one* 
half at least of all the lunatics, whose support must now continue 
to be a burden upon the State while they live, might have been re- 
stored, and this half might have added as much to the resources of 
the State, as the other would have subtracted from them.'' 

The proper mode of treating insanity warnot known until 
later years : and the legislation of the county, hitherto has 
doomed the Insane to be treated as criminals and paupers. It 
is hoped* however, that the Legislature of New-Jersey will not 
be wanting in its duty to her people, nor behind the age in 
which we live. She will follow the examples of many of ber 
sisters States, in alleviating the sufferings of humanity. 

The following plea in favor of an asylum is quoted from the 
Report of the Massachusetts Commissioners. — 

^' Until a period comparatively recent. Insanity has been 
considered an incurable disease. The universal opinion has been 
that it was an awful visitation from Heaven, and that no hu- 
man agency could reverse the j[iidgment by which it was in- 
flicted. Dhring the prevalence of this inauspicious belief, as 
all efforts to restore the insane would be deemed unavailingf 
they of course would not be attempted. And even at the pres- 
ent day, and in communities otherwise highly enlightened, 
there is reason to fear that a lamentable degree of ignorance 
prevails upon this subject : an ignorance, which, could it be 
once dispelled, some of the most painful recordsL in the history 
of human suffering might be closed, immediately and forever. 
It is now mo.st abundantly demonstrated, that with appropri- 
ate medical and moral treatment, insanity yields with more 
readiness than ordinary diseases, This cheering fact is estab- 
lished by a series of experiments, instituted from holier mo- 
tives and crowned with happier results, than any ever recorded 
in the brilliant annals of science., A few individuals, justly 
entitled to a conspicuous station among the benefactora of their 
race have exploded the barbaroua doctriM that cruelty is ther 
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proper antidote to mtdnessy and baTo discovered that skili, 
mildness, and self-devotion to the welfare of the Insane, are 
the only efficacious means for their restoration. Their labors 
tiave been hallowed by the spirit of httmanitjr that inspired 
them: reviving reason, and returning virtue and biqipiness 
have been their reward.** 

These facts are deeply interesting, and from among many 
similar statements, the following are selected to remove all 
doubts concerning their credibility. The fth Report of the 
London Prison Discipline Society, published in 18£r, shews, 
that in the Retreat at York, ''out of forty patients admitted 
within three months after the first attack, forty were restored 
to their friends, recovered. Of those admitted after three, and 
within twelve months after the commencement of the malady, 
the proportion of the cures was as S5 to 45 : but of those whose 
4lisease was of more than two years* standing, the proportion 
..of cures was only as 14 to 79.** 

The experiments of Dr. Burrows, at his private Asylum in 
England, exhibit similar results. 

The last Report of the Visiters of the Conn. Retreat for the 
Insane, shows a ratio of recoveries in the old cases, equivalent 
to £6 per cent, and out of 24 recent cases, 22 were recovered, 
being in the ratio of more than 91 per cent. Xhe Commission- 
ers are informed, that at the *' Retreat'* last mentioned, 

^< When the circumstances of the patient are supposed to re- 
quire it, a separate attendant is assigned him, whose duty it is 
to remain constantly at his side, to occupy bis attention with 
pleasing themes, to humor his caprices, and by skilfully adapt- 
ing his own conduct to the fitful moods of madness, to soothe 
and pacify that portion of the mind which had been excited to 
frenzy, and so to allow those faculties whose action remain un- 
disturbed, to gain the ascendancy. The patient is conducted 
into the open air, the fields and the woods, that the restorative 
influences of nature may strike some chord in the heart, as yet 
unbroken in the fatal struggle with worldly disappointments. 
It is said, that, when the case is recent, attentions of this kind 
continued for eight or ten days, have scarcely ever failed to 
subdue the most terrific and fiend-like ferocity. From this 
systematic practice, it is believed, arises, in a great degree, the 
unparalelled success of that institution. 

^'This novel mode of treating insanity has but lately super- 
seded a system in which fetters, whips, confinement, and sufib- 
cation in water almost to dro^wning, were the standard reme? 
dies by which minds whose disease was an irregularity of ac^ 
tlon accelerated to deliriuln, were to be soothed and paicified and 
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^restored to tiarmoiiious movement. ITnder that system, tboo- 
«ands of intellects have been precipitated from a condition of 
temporary danger to one of irretrievable ruin. But when the 
•fiepceness of the malady has been assuaged by the uniQ.n of 
«iedical science ^ith all the nameless attentions which benevo- 
lence alone can practice or conceive, the restqf ative energies of 
the mtnd have soon prevailed, and an immortal nature has 
been restored to the capacity of virtue and the enjoyment of 
happiness.'' 

To this unfortunate class of beings, humanity is in long ar*- 
rears. One of the strongest, if not one of the first principles 
, of social obligation arises from necessity of relief and ability to 
.relieve. And when dcfes a man so urgently require the light of 
others to direct his steps as when he wanders in darkne^ ? — 
%hen does he stand in such extremity of need of the knowledge 
and guidance of his fellow-men as when his own mind is a wild 
chaos, agitated by passions which he cannot/quell, and haunt- 
ed by forms of^terror, which the living energy of his nature is" 
perpetually calling into being but cannot disperse ? When 
does he ^o strenuously demand their succor, as when his own 
soul is like a living wound, and he has lost all power of distin- 
guishing between the sources of healing and of torture ? K 
the insane have done nothing to forfeit the claim which men 
who suffer have, 'by tlie laws of nature, upon men who are able 
to prevent that suffering ; they should be treated, not with a 
sole regard to ilie security of others, but with special reference 
also to their own misfortunes, and in a manner adapted to shor<- 
ten their duration, or where that is impossible, at least, to mi- 
tigate their severity. However imperiously the public good 
may demand the coercion of the insane, it can never be just te 
cast them into a hopeless dungeon, thereby making the cause 
of their confinement remediless, and then the confinement itself 
terminable only by the death of the sufferer. In its practical 
operation, such a system is a direct consignment of human be- 
ings to the long protracted and mysterious horrors of madness. 

The second Report of the Prison Discipline Society, furnish- 
es the following instructive rea£or; as to the treatment of Lu» 
natics, in common jails: 

<* In Massachusetts, by an examination made with care, 
about thirty lunatics have been found in prison. In one prison 
were found three ; in another five^ in another 9ix; and in ano- 
ther ten. It is a source of great complaint with the -Sheriffs 
and Jailers, that they must receive such persons, because they 
have no suitable accommodations for them. Of those last men'^ 
doned, one was found in an apartment in which he bad been 
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^ine years. .He had a. wreath af rags around.Uis body, and 
another around his neck. This was all his clothing. He had 
«o bed, chair, or bench. Two or three rough planks were 
strewed around the roon\: aheap of filthy straw, like the nest 
of swine, was in the corner. He had built a bird's nest of mud 
in the iron grate of his den. Connected with his wretched 
apartment was a dark dungeon, having no orifice for the ad- 
mission of light, heat, or air, except tUe irOn door, about two 
and a half feet square, opening into it from the prison. 

"The other lunatics in the same prison were scattered about 
in different apartments, with thieves and murderers, and per- 
sons under arrest, but not yet convicted ot guilt. 

**In the prison of five lunatics, they were confined in sepa- 
rate cells, which were almost dark dungeons.. It was difficult 
after the door was open, to see them distinctly. The ventila- 
tion was so incomplete that more than one person on entering 
them has found the air so fetid as to produce nausea, and almost 
vomiting. The old straw on which they were laid, and their 
filthy garments, were such as to make their insanity more hope- 
less, and at one time it was not considered within the province 
of the Physician to examine particularly the condition of the 
lunatics. In these circumstances kny improvement of their 
jninds could hardly be expected. Instead of having three out 
of four restored to reason, as is the fact in some of the /avored 
Lunatic Asylums, it is to be feared that, in these circumstan- 
ces, some, who might otherwise be restored, would become iii- 
curable» and that otliers might lose their lives, to say nothing 
of present suffering, 

"In the prison in which were six lunatics, their conditiou 
was less wj-etched. But they were sometimes an annoyance, 
and sometimes a sport to the convicts ; and even the apartment 
in which theJTemales were confined opened into the yard of the 
men: there was atn injurious interchange of obscenity and pro- 
fanity between them, which was not restrained by the presence 
of the Keeper. ♦ 

*'In the prison, or house of correction, so called, in which 
were ten lunatics, two were found about seventy years of age, 
a male ^nd female, in the same apartment of an upper story. 
The female was lying upon a heap of straw under a broken win- 
dow. The snow in a severe storm was beating through the 
window, and lay upon the straw around her withered body, 
"which was partially covered with a few filthy and tattered gar- 
ments. The man was lying in the corner of the room in a sim- 
ilar situation, except that he was less exposed to the storm. 
The former had been in this apartment six, and the latter twen- 
J^-one years. 
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<^ Another lunatic in the same prison was found in a plank 
apartment of the first story, where he had been eiglit years* 
During this time he had never left the room but twice. The 
door of this apartment had not been opened in eighteen months. 
The food was furnished through a small orifice in the door. 
The room was warmed by no fire ! and still the woman of the 
house said, *J he had n^er froxe,^^ As he was seen through the 
orifice of the 'door, the first question was, ** is that a human be- 
ing ? " The hair was gone from one side of his head, and his 
«yes were like balls of fire. 

*^ln the cellar of the same prison were five lunatics. Tlie 
windows of this cellar were no defence against the storm, and> 
as might be supposed, the woman of the house said, "we have a 
sight to do to keep them from freezing.*' There was uo fire in 
this cellar which could be felt by four of these lunatics. One 
of the five hi\d a little fire of turf in an apartment of the cellar 
by herself. She was, however, infuriate, if any one came near 
her. This woman was committed to this cellar 17 years ago. 
The apartments are about 6 feet by 8. They are made of 
coarse plank, and have an orifice in th^ door for the admission 
of light and air, about 6 inches by 4. The darkness was such 
in two of these apartments that nothing could be seen by look- 
ing through the orifice in the door. At the same time there 
was a poor lunatic in each. 

"A man who has grown old, was committed to one of them in 
1810, and had lived in it seventeen years. * 

** An emaciated female was found in a similar apartment, in 
the dark, without fii'e, almost without covering, where she had 
been nearly two years. A colored woman in another, in which 
she had been six years : and a miserable man in another in 
which he had been four years.'* 

We believe from personal observation of many years, that 
many roving Maniacs, who were proper subjects for a well 
regulated Lunatic Asylum, have remained at large, and unre- 
strained in their liberty, greatly to the annoyance of society, 
and frequently dangerous to the lives of the community, merely 
because the common jail was so revolting. to the feelings of hu- 
manity. All have preferred to tolerate these unhappy ,crca- 
tures, rather than to imprison the innocent, with felons of every 
description. Of this class of wandering maniacs, th^ precise 
number is unknown. There are ascertained nineteen, and 
probably as many more are unknown to us. Of those who had 
been and still are imprisoned, tlie number is thirty-seven, of 
these thirteen are in the State Pi^ison. Three are confined by 
chains and two of these are in the County Poor HouseSf and coi»- 
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plaint i^ made of their being very troublesome, and that the 
accommodations are ill-suited to such cases, The comforts af- 
forded by the jails of this State are as well known to the Legis- 
lature, as to the Commissioners. Perhaps therr inmates may 
fare as well as those just described in Massachusetts : if during 
the rigor of this winter, any survivor in them *' has not JrQ%e^' 
their keepers may say '*wc had a sight to do ta keep them from 
freemug.*^ 

To show conclusively the beneficial effects of such an estab- 
lishment as we hope to see aiiopted in New- Jersey, we take oc- 
casion to cite a few instances of treatment in the State Lunatic 
Hospital of Massachusetts, at Worcester. Many of them had 
been Lunatics and confined in jails with criminals, &c. many 
years. -^ - 

**No. 1. Had been in prison twenty-eight years when he wasT 
brought to the Institution. During seveit years he had not felt 
the inflaence of fire, and many nights he had not lain down fop 
fear of freezing. He had not been shaved for twenty-eight 
years, and had been provoked and excited by the introductron^ 
of hundreds, to see the exhibition of his raving. He isnow< 
and has been, comfortable in health— well clad — keeps his bed 
and room remarkably clean : and although Very insane on cer- 
tain subjects, is most of the time pleasant^ companionable, and 
entirely harmless and docile. He shaves himself twice a week 
— sits at table with sixteen others — stakes his meals — walksr- 
about the village and over the fields,, with an attendant to ac- 
company him, and enjoys himself as well as his illusions will* 
permit* This man committed homicide. 

<<No. 2. Had been in one prii$on fourteen years : he was na- 
ked — his hair and beard grown long — and his skin so entirely 
filled with the dust of charcoal as to render it impossible, from 
its appearance to discover what nation he waJi of. He was in 
the habit of screaming so loud as to annoy the whole neighbor- 
hood, and was considered a most dangerous and desperate man. 
When he came to the Hospital he was provided with«a new suitT 
of clothes, which the Sheriff advised us to have taken off and 
preserved, ^s he doubted not he would strip them in tatters in 
two hours* He was, however, Induced to preserve them witb 
great care, and has constantly for two years worn his clothes* 
sleeps^iii a good bed, aits at the table to take his meals^ and i» 
%iiite a etvtl, although a very iiwsane man* He too committed 
homicide. 

^*No. S. An old maa of fO years of age or more ; had beew 
thaiiiedfolrtwefUf'fivcfearB^ and had his chain taken off bal 
mce in that time* Has for many months been very ^uiet and^

civil, and behaves like a gentletttan : and although qiiite insane; 
keeps his room in good ordef, and takes his meals at table 
with seventeen otljers, with the utmost propriety* 

**No, 4. A female : had so long been confined with a short 
chain as wholly to lose the use of her lower limbs. Her health 
had been materially impaired by confinement, and she was un- 
able to stand, and had not walked for years. In the Hbspital 
her health has been restored, her limbs rendered again useful, 
so that s\iQ walks without difficulty; is now in the enjoyment of 
health and reason, and able ta labor suffieietitly te support her* 
self. She is now with her friends. 

"No. 5.^Is a mechanic who had been in closer confinement 
for six years. He committed homicide : and if this institution 
had not been erected, would probably never have been permit- 
ted to leave his cell. He is now a useful mechanic: labors a 
great portion of his time : often reads his bible and the public 
papers : is exceedingly happy that this placehas been provided 
for him, and blesses its founders and conductors daily for the 
benefits conferred by it on himself and other inmates. He 
walks abroad and often atteiMls church. * 

^'No. 6* Anotl>ep man reported by the Commissioners, was 
confined seventeen years before he was removed to the Hospial* 
He was very violent and dangerous : often in chains, notwith- 
standing he was in a strong prison room. He used to scream, 
And commit acts of vk»leuce that required the most rigid res- 
traint. , He is now well dressed, civil, and, although crften ex- 
cited,.is respectful and pleasant — is in .the habit of assisting the 
females in washing the floors, drawing water, preparing food* 
and similar domestic offices, and is about the pt*emise8 without 
restraint. He comnutted homicide. 

^^No. r. Had been confined at violent maniac Had beea 
eaged and chained for years. It was concluded to set him free^ 
and see how he would conduct. He fell foul of his brother, and 
killed him with a blu<lgeon, and, pursuing hi^ sister^ would, 
probably have done tlie same to her, had he not been arrested 
in season to prevent it. When caged he was naked and filthy, 
but now dresses neatly : is cleanly and civil ^r mingles^reely 
with sixteen >4>ther persons, and, though quito insane^ is to us 
perfectly harmless. 

<^ No. B. Had been ten )^ears witliout clothes : a most incon- 
ceivably filthy and degraded being ; etxceedingly ytiolent tind 
outrageous* She now wears clothesy is neat and cleanly In iieo 
person, takQ» her food at table with ti large company, does 
wiiich needte work and knitting, and though at times violent, i^- 
mi^naged witliout tbe ImsX s^veritj or diffimilty^ . 
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^^No/9. Another remalo, exceedingly filthy in her habitsu 
bad not wot*n clothes for twa yeac/9f during which time she had^ 
been confined in a filthy cell, destitute of every thing like com- 
forty tearing every thing in pieces that was given her. She is 
now dressed cleanly, work^ soah^, takes her food at table in 
company, sings very pleasantly when requested, and is a large 
part of the time very civil and agreeable. 

"No. 10. Ha» been insane eight years : almost the whole of 
the time in jail and in a cage. He cut the throat of an infant 
while sleeping in a cradle, instantly killing it ; made an attacks 
with an axe upon an aged man, at the same time. It is stated 
that he was in a most wretched condition before he came here. 
He is now insane, but pleasant : keeps his bed and room in good- 
order, takes his meals regularly at the table, spends much time- 
in reading and conversing with the inmates, and labors some. 

^'No. 11. Was very insane when he came here, was repre- 
S3nted to us as being very violent and dangerous : and a part 
of the time he was so — being furious and outrageous in the ex- 
ti*eme. When he entered the Hospital was filthy, and nearly 
or quite naked. He is now calm, quiet: dresses himself neatly, 
keeps his loo-m and bed'in good order, and takes his meals witb 
the other boarders. He is now quite pleasant and useful too: 
works out daily: saws and cuts wood. 

*'No. 12. A patient six years confined for homicide in close 
jail, and woutil probably have been confined for life. After 
six fnonths here he commenced labor, and has not only contin- 
ued it daily, but takes excellent care of every thing connected 
with the farming and gardening establishments. He is pleas- 
ant, very mild in his feelings, and ready to perform whatever 
is required of him. He is trustworthy, and can perform labor 
without superintendence. We have frequently noticed the 
novel spectacle of two men ploughing in the field alone, both in- 
sa»e, both having committed homicide^ and both having been con- 
fined in jail for a very long time. 

"Many other similar cases might be named. They were 
all considered incurable, but are now comfortable, and pay 
great attention to habits of cleanliness and order. We have^ 
remarked that when one of these men has been placed in solita- 
ry confinement, and suSered to remain a few days without in-* 
spectioB, the disposition to tear clothing, to go naked and filthy 
returns. VYe have many that have, for years, been nakc^,* 
exceedingly filty and violent, that are now well cla^ de- 
cent and civiL We have probably fifty that have been so, at 
present scarcely half a dozen remaining in these habits, Du-^ 
Etng the past year, (1834,) one hundr^ and nineteen gatientat 
24a. 
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have been received into the Hospital: -of these fifty-five vrero - 
olil cases, and sixty-four recent ones. In the s^me period, oner 
hundred and fifteen have been discharged: of these^ forty -nine 
were old casest and sixty^six recent ones. Of those dischar* 
ged, sixty-four were cured — twenty-two improved — sixteen 
Htationary-r-four Miotic-**eight have died, and one has eloped^ 
UTie cures amount to fifty-five and three-fourtlis per cent. 

**\Ve have witnessed with sincere gj^ificajion the eflfectof 
the kindness and indulgence^ moral discipline, and medical 
treatment* in calming the ravings of the violent — -in soothing 
th0 agitated passions of the furious — in awakening the hopes, 
ajid removing the despondency of the melancholic — as well as 
in establishing habits of iirder, cleanliness and civility, in thoi» 
whose minds are still wai*ped by all the delusions of insanity. 
In many we have witnessed theernbors of apparently expiring 
reason, rekindle, and these delusions vanish by slow and al- 
most imperceptible movements, till. the intellect emerged from 
its aloud, and the light of reason was restored to the mind, 

**Before the lastihree months,, that is, previous to the Is 
Septeftibor, there had been received into the- Hospital twenty 
fi^^ve recQntcaaes o( insanity, in wlilclithe period had not ex-, 
, ceedod one year: of these, twelve had been discharged cured, 5 
liad been discharged improved,, some of whigh were nearly well> 
and others convalescing, and six remain improved ; leaving 
only two that exhibit no manifest improvement. Of those oUL 
tase»y of one or more years standing, which were considerect 
not incurable, that had been in the Hospital before the last three 
mouths, or prior to the Ist September, the whoJe number is 
thirty^-eight — of which eleven have been discharged, cured, 
two have bficn discharged, impi^oved ; and tv^'elve remain, im% 
proved— so that twenty-five out of thirty-eight cases have ex- 
hibited symptoms of amendment. Many i*ecent cases that show 
no improvement whatever in three months, in six months, or a. 
year, entirely recover. But three months, and even twelve,, 
are considered too short a period to make adetided Impression- 
upon ^ome chronic cases, that, by perse verirfg application of 
medical, nooraf, and intellectual meanf;, will ultimately be re* 
stored. This wilt be especially true of chronic cases of many 
years standing; Thi5 ** chaos of illusions*' whic^ disturb the 
imagination in old cases, cannot be **swept at once from the 
tablet of the mind.'* Long and persevering efforts are retjuir-^ 
ed to frreak np theseilhisions, and restore the intellect to sownd-^ 
ness, \n cases confirmed by years, even where no physical drs-^ 
M^ganrzatioit has taken pliice.^ 
The first patient admktedto the Lnnatic RdspitaJ at Worce^s- 
I'l ' ter> was on the 19th January^ 1&84. .Between that time ai^4hQr> 
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Jkstof December following, oner hund'red'and sixty -four were 
admitted — many of which were of long standing and had be^ 
come incurable. They came from long confinement, fram ten 
to thirty-two years, in jails and poor houses: their cases wer© 
entirely unknown to the physician ; the attenilants and nurses 
were all inexperienced and unacquainted with their respective 
duties. Coming in at different periods of the s^me year, their- 
average medical treatment was about six months. Under all 
these disadvantage^, the trustees state **thirty-t\vo insane per- 
sons have in this short period of time been Jnlly recovered.'^-^ 
And respecting the others they thus speak: 

**But, however deeply all our better feelings may be moved 
by the rejection, that thirty-two of our fellow beings, under the 
auspicious influences of this institution, have already been re- 
stored to reason, and returned to bless the families and friends^ 
who, under the former coercive system of treatment, would have 
mourned their loss, **without hope, ''yet the ameliorated con- 
dition of such as have not been recovered, the Trustees regard 
as a subject for equal congratulation among men, and gratitude 
to Heaven. No one, who ha» not actually seen, from time to* 
time, the inmates of the Hospital, can comprehend the extent * 
of the change which has taken place hi every external indica- 
tion that marks the physical and moral condition of a human 
being. Many who, in their paroxysms, used formerly to 
wound and lacerate their own persons to a degree that threat- 
ened life itself, now habitually exercise an ordinary degree of 
prudence in avoiding the common causes of annoyance and ac- 
cident. Not less than one hundred of those brought to the 
Hospital seemed to regard human beings as their enemies, and 
their first impulse was to assail them with open or disguised 
force. Now there are not more than twelve who offer violence. 
Uf forty persons, who formerly divested themselves of clothing, 
oven in the most inclement seasons of the year, only eight do 
it now. Through all the galleries there-is far less susceptibil-^ 
ity to excitement^ more quietude, more civility and kindness 
exercised towardseaeh other. The waitings of the desponding 
and the ravings of the frantic are dispelled. The internal 
change is legible upon the coHntenance^ With the insane it is 
ennphatically true,. that tliedark shadows of the mind are visi- 
bly projected upon the face. Hence from the altei:ation which 
kas in so many instances occurred irt the outward aspect, 
amounting almost taa change in identity, there may be infer- 
red a corresponding chsmge within. * The deep lines of anguish' 
have been obliterated or softened^- whose- slmrp engravings^ 
were begun^ many year» ago, in-despairr Tfie widecircle andi 
tueart-iickening variety of horrors^. «Kbibited by the inmates,. 
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, when first brought together, as though every region of this <<dark 
immense'' of insanity had sent a representative of its terrors, 
have been greatly reduced in extent, and mitigated in quality. 
If tlie erroneous action of the mind has not yet been rectified, 
the dreadful emMions that once accompanied and aggravated 
its movements^ have been dispelled, and tliey are now succee-^ 

. ded by milder and more peaceful sentiments. Happily the 
feelings and emotions may be divested of their pain and terror,* 
even after the intellect has forever lost all power of distingilish* 
iiig the true from the false, in its ideas and perceptions^ 

*^The class of incurables now embraces, and probably always 
must embrace, a large proportion of all the inmates of the 
Hospital. This fact i^ an important one in reference to the 
success of the institution. Of the wbole number, one hundred 
and eighteeUf in the Miospital, over seventy belong to this class. 
Whilst the return of so large a body of our fellow beings to the 
bosom and business of society, is for the most part hopeless, 
the State may well console itself with the reflection, that their 
condition here is very essentially improved* The maniac of 
the most ferocious character, has been here, not indeed cured, 
but tamed and restored to the comforts and decencies of life- — 
The experiment of this institution has abundantly and happily 
shown, and there are very few cases of derangement or obli- 
quity of intellect, which may not be ameliorated by the kindly 
influences of humane treatment. In this respect the bounty of 
the Comm^mwealth has not been misplaced. The result in the 
opihion of the Trustees, has entirely exceeded the most san- 
guii>e anticipations. And this alone is a consummation which 
can neither be weighed nor measured by any pecuniary xionsid- 
eration whatever.^* 

By the Hospital Report of December, 1836, it appears that 
of 161 cases, of less than one yearns duration, 132 were cui*cd 
— 11 improving — 10 died — 6 removed belore the remedies were 

. tested, and only two left to become old cases. 

The Institution of Charenton, near Paris, under the care of 
the distinguished Esquirol, in a late report, which embraces a 
period> of eight years, shews the following results:

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iThe Srd inqtiiry stibmitted in the Resolution relates to thef 
cost of the establishment* On this subject the Commissioners 
are relieved from difficulty, by the experience of other States. 

The Worcester Lunatic Hospital is perhaps the best model 
VfG can imitate, and yet no doubt the experience of that Institu- 
tion may suggest some improvements. TheLegislature of Mass- 
achusetts appropriated SSO^OOO, directing a building to be erec- 
ted, calculated for the accommodation of ISO Lunatics—a Su- 
perintendent — his family — and the attendants and nurses, &c. 

A centre building, 4 stories high, 76 feet in length, 40 in 
tvidth, with wings 90 feet each in front and 100 feet in the rear, 
56 feet wide, and 3 stories high, was constructed and finished, 
for something less than S24,000. It is constructed of brick; 
except the basement, which is of rough granite* and the whole is 
built in a firm and workman-tike manner. The grounds were 
furnished by individuals in Worcester. 

Witir the same economy it is believed that 5520,000 may bo 
sufficient for a durable edifice, calculated to accommodate the 
Lunatics of our State. Should the number of insane increase, 
the wings may be extended without impairing the symmetry of 
the building, and at an expense, less in proportion, than that of 
the front. 

The 4th inqury, is *'the best site for its location,** &c. We 
have reason to believe, that some philanthropic gentlemen in 
the State, who have evinced a deep interest in behalf of the suf- 
fering inisane, may contribute liberally toward such an institu- 
tion as is proposed, provided its location be such as their judg- 
ment approve. The /site should combine pure air, abundance of 
pure water, without stagnant pools — a farm containing grounds 
for tillage, pasture, meadow and fuel. 

Labor in the fields and garden, in certain stages of lunacy, 
is considered an important part of the treatment at Worcester, 
as well as in every other well regulated institution df this kind. 
The location should be easy of access from all parts of the 
State, and surrounded by a population who would feel an in^ 
terest in its welfare. The attention of the Commissioners has 
not been directed to any site particularly. W. C. Dusenberry, 
Esq., late of Port Colden, in Warren Co., has offered his farm 
for the purpose, at wbat1)e considers to be a reasonable price, 
and has furnished a survey and plot. Id point of fertility and 
quantity, and proportion of meadow, pasturage, tillage, and 
fuel, as well as to its location on the Canal, it might in these 
rcjupccta bo unobjectionable. 

We conclude this imperfect outline of a report, with remark- 
ing, th^t if the Legislatnre^shall deem the subject of sufficient 
ijoaportance tore-commit it to our hands, w« tal^ the liberty. 
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through jour excellency, to tender" our services g^atuttousij, to 
collect and embody such further information as we may 
be able, during the ensuing year, and to submit the saoie^ 
through your hands, for their further action at thh nextSession.

The Joint Committee on the Militia, ask leave to Report — - 
That they have had the subject under consideration, and are of 
tiie opinion that a well organized and uniform -Militfa is an im^- 
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portant branch of our National defence— a well regtilktetT wiff 
properly disciplined militia is not debateable ground ; the 
Constitution of our country, provides for it — the public good 
requires it. Such a system is better suited to our Institutions^ 
than standing armies — which, although they may sometimes^ 
be useful^ are always dangerous in a Republic like ours. But^ 
inasmuch as the subject is likely to receive the attention of 
Congress, it is deemed inexpedient tamake^ any alteration in 
the militia system at this time. 

Your committee would further report that they have inspected 
tlie State Arsenal, and find the Ordnance, Arms and Aecoutre- 
mentu, in good order. They also deem it expedient that proper 
attention should^be given to the collecting of such Arms and 
OidrniTice belonging to this State thatiias been loaned to the 
several Brigades which are not in use to be returned to tlie said 
Arsenal.

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The Committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred so 
much of the State Treesurer's Report as relates to the Transit 
duties and tax payable by the Camden and Amboy &dl Road 
and Transportation Company^ and the New-Jeraey Rail Road 
and Transportation Company, respectfully 



REPORT': 



That, by the 23d section of the ** Act to incorporate the 
Camden and Amboy Rail Road and Tran^ortation Company," 
passed February 4th, 1830, it was made the <rtty of the trea- 
surer of the Company, from and after the completion of t]ie rail 
road, which was authorized to be constructed from the Dela-^ 
ware River at some point or points between Cooper\s Creek aad 
Newton Creek in the county of Gloucester to a suitable point or 
points upon the Raritan Bay, to make quartprly returns to the 
Treasurer of the State and to pay to him ** at the fate of ten 
cents for each and every passenger and the sum of fifteen cents 
for every ton of merchandise transported upon the said road," 
and it was provided that no other tax or impost should be levied 
or assessed upon the said Company. By **an act relative to 
the Camden and Amboy Rail Road and Transportation Com- 
pany,'* passed February 4th, 1831, a thousand shares of the 
capital stock of said Company were transferred to Hhe State, 
and it was provided "that the said company should pay to the 
state the sum of ten cents for eadi passenger carried on their 
road across this State between the Delaware River and Raritan 
Bay,*' to commence when the road was so far completed that 
passengers should be transported thereupon across the State, 
•'instead of a rateable tax for passengers as reserved in the 
said act of incorporation." By an act passed March 2d, 1832, 
a thousand additional shares of the joint stock of the Delaware 
and Raritan Canal, and the Camden and Amboy Rail 9oad and 
Transportation Companies which had previously been united, 
were transferred to the State, and it was further enacted asfoN 
lows, <^ That iff within one year from the time that the said 
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rail road fropa Bordentriwn to Amboy ia so far ooi»pl#ted that 
passengers and merchandise be transported thereon, the tran- 
sit duties reserved by the acts incorporating said companies 
and the dividends on the stock hereby authorized to be trans-> 
ferredy shall not amount to thirty thousand dollars^ it shall be 
the duty of the said companies to pay such deficiency to the 
Treasurer of this state out of the joint funds; of the said com* 
paniesy before any dividend is n>ade to the stockholders ; and 
that eiach and every year thereafter, such deficiency^ if any 
shall exist, shall be paid by the said companies, so as to secure 
to the state the aforesaid sum of thirty thousand dollars, at 
least, in each and every year during said charter/' By the 
same act, the said companies M^ere required to construct a 
lateral road from a suitable point at or west of the village of 
Spotswood to New-Brunswick, to be completed as soon as 
any rail road should be made from New-Brunswick to the Hud# 
son river. By an act passed March 1 5th, 1837, the compa- 
nies were authorized instead pf the last mentioned latersU road 
to construct a road from New Brunswick to Trenton, and 
thence to Borden to Wn, with a spur or branch to the Trenton 
Delaware Bridge, and were required to pay to the state ** at 
the same stated periods, the same transit duties for goods, 
wares and merchandise, and for pa^tsengers transported On pr 
over said road, from Bordentown, from the Trenton Delaware 
Bridge, or from the city of Trenton ior the city of New-Bruns- 
wick, or from the city of New-Brunswick to Trenton, the 
Trenton Delaware Bridge, or 3ordentown, that they would 
be liable to pay to the state for the same goods and passengers, 
if they had been transported on the Gao^den and Amboy Rail 
Road from Camden to South Amboy«" The fifth section of 
the same act provides that nothing therein contained shall be 
deemed, -construed or taken ** in any way to affect, impair or 
defeat, the rights of the state, of, in or to the shares they now 
hold of the capital stock," if the united companies, *^ or the 
interest or dividends accruing thereon, and to the transit du- 
ties for the transportation of gpods, wares and merchandises, 
and of passengers on the said canal and rail road, or the right 
of redeeming said works," <<but thest^te shall be and reiAain 
entitled to their said rights, privileges and emoluments, as 
fully as if this act had not be^n passed." The preceding states 
fBent, it is believed, contains a full view of so much of the 
several laws relating to the said companies, as is necessary to 
a correct decision of the two questions on which it is under- 
stood, that a difference of opinion exists between the SUte 
Treasurer and the offices of the companiesf and which are 
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first, Whether the transit duties reserved by the act of March 
15tb, lesr, are to be computed and included as part of the sum 
of S530,000, seeured to the state by the act of March 2d, 1852, 
or the companies are bound to pay that sum yearly independent 
of those transit duties ? And second, Whether the companies 
are bound to pay transit duties on goods and passengers, trans- 
ported from South Amboy to B6rdentown> Camden, • or any 
other point on the Delaware, and [from New-Brunswick to 
Trenton City, the Trenton Delaware Bridge or Bordentown, 
and vice versa, without being carried out of the State, or only 
Bpon such goods and passengers as are brought from and de- 
signed for places without the State ? ' 

The first of these questions is by no means free from doubt, 
and a strict construction of the law would perhaps require the 
companies to make good to the state the sum of thirty thousand 
dollars out of the dividends of one thousand shares of the stock 
a(nd the transit duties received from the Camden and Amboy 
Rail Roiad and the Delaware and Raritan Canal, without in- 
cluding those received from the road between Bordenfown and 
New-Brunswick. But without pursuing this inquiry, the Com- 
mittee are disposed to recommend the adoption of a more libe- 
ral construction^ and to regard the road authorized by the act 
of March 15th, 1837, as a substitute for the lateral road re- 
quired to be made by that of March 2d> 1852, and consider 
the guarantee as applicable only to a deficiency of the whole 
transit duties received from the companies and the specified 
dividends* On the second of the questions above stated, the 
committee entertain no doubt. They regard the language of 
the law as clearly requiring the payment of a transit duty on 
all goods and passengers transported on the roads from and to 
the points mentioned in the acts, without any reference to their 
original starting point or tiieir ultimate destination. ^The ex- 
pressions, "from Camden to South Amboy," used in the act of 
March 15, 1857, in the common understanding of our citizens, 
is equivalent to the phrase << across this State between the Dct- 
' aware River and Raritan Bay*' used in the act of February Si^ 
1831, except that tifte latter phrase is more general and will 
include lines from other points on the Delaware to Raritan bay. 
And the committee perceive no reason why a different meaning 
should be given to tliem in the construction of these acts.— 
These transit duties are reserved in lieu of all other taxes or 
imposts upon the companies, and there is notliing in the lan- 
guage imi)osing them which looks beyond the line of the State^ 
tior do the committee perceive any ^ing in the ctrctimstances 
of the case to lead to nrnsh aa^oxtensioiu 
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The diferenoi betweon tho. Tpeasurer and the oflleora of the 
New-Jersey Rail Road and Transportation Companx has aMsmi 
upon the eighteenth section c^ their charter^ which is as fol- 
lows r ^^That from and after the completion of the rail road 
and o/*^ the expiration of Jive yearSf the said corporatioa (shall 
paj into the treasury of this State yearly and every year, a 
tax »f one quarter of one per cent, upon their capital atodc naid 
in ; and after the expiration of ten years, a tax of one half of 
one per cent upon the true amount of the capital stock ef 8at4 
company, and that no other or further tax or imposition shall 
be levied or imposed upon the said company : Providedi never* 
theless, that in addition to the above, if at any time hereafter 
any rail road shall intersect or be attached to the rail road 
hereby established, so as to make a continued line of rail roads, 
carrying passengers across the state of New-Jersey, between 
the states of ]^ew-York and Pennsylvania, respectively,, then '. 
it shall be the duty of the treasurer of the company hereby 
chartered, under oath or affirmation, to make quarterly returns 
of the number of passengers, and the number of tons of goods, 
wares and merchandise, transported over the whole line of the 
road hereby charteredf to the treasurer of the State for the time 
being) and thereupon to pay the said Treasurer of this State,

The road chartered by that act was to extend from a convenient 
point in the city of New-Brunswick to be determined upon by 
the company with the consent of the corporation of the city, 
to a point not less than fifty feet from high water mark on the 
Hudson River opposite New-York. The point selected by the 
company, with the consent of the corporation of New-Bruns- 
wick, for the eommencement of their road, is at the extreme 
southern boundary of the chartered limits of said city, between 
two or three miles from the d^pot at which their passengers tra- 
velling to and from that city, are received and deposited. As 
a rail road has uince been constructed from this southern ter- 
mination of the road to the Trenton Delaware bridge on which 
passengers are carried across the State, the proviso of the sec* 
tion above quoted has become operative, and its true extent and 
meaning form one of the points of difference. The committee 
are clearly ,of opinion, that passengers and merchandise car-

It is to be regretted that lanr 
guage so ambiguous should have been employed ^ but on refer- 
rinfg to the language of other provisions of the same nature in 
other charters granted at about the same period, the committee 
have determined to recommend that both terms should be re-^ 
garded as commencing at the same period, to wit, the eomple* 
tianofihe road.

Tl?e following Rules were adopted for the government of 
Joint Meeting : 

*^ 1. That the election of State Officers during the present 
session, be viva vocCf unless when otherwise ordered. 

2. That the Chairman attend carefully to the preservation 
of order and regularity iii transacting the business of the Joint 
Meeting, and that he shall not engage in any debate, or propose 
his opinion on any question, without leave of the Joint Meeting. 

3. That every n^ember when he speaks shall stand up in his 
place, af)d address himself to the Chair. 

4. That in all debates and proceedings the members observe 
the strictest decorum, and that if any one use indecent expres- 
sions, or utter any personal reflections, or otherwise offend 
herein, he be censured according to the nature and aggravation 
of the offence* 

5. That no debate ensue or question be put on a motion 
unless it be seconded, when it shall be open to debate, and the 
same receive a determination by the question, unless it be laid 
aside by the Joint Meeting, ok* a motion be made to amend it, 
to postpone it, or for the previous question. 

6. The previous question shall be in this form, — <' Shall the 
main question be now put ?" and, until decide^, shall preclude 
all amendment and further debate on the maia question. 
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7* If any motion contain more than one simple question, anj 
member may have it divided into as many parts as there are 
distinct questions if seconded in his motion. 

8. That no member speak more tban twice on the same sub- 
ject in the same debate, without leave of the Joint Meeting. 

9. That all questions of order be determined by the Chair- 
man, subject to an appeal to the Joint Meeting when demanded 
by four members. 

10. That when two or more members rise to speak nearly at 
the same time, the Chairman shall decide who shall speak first. 

11. Wlien any question is stated, and by the Joint Meeting 
agreed to be put, no member shall be at libei^ty to withhold his 
VQte without the leave of the Joint Meeting. 

12. The names of the members voting, and for whom they 
have voted, shall be entered on the minutes, if moved for and 
seconded, and that the yeas and nays shall be entered upon the 
Journal on every question taken in the Joint Meeting, other 
than questions of appointment, when moved for and seconded 
by five members, except the vote be unamraous. 

IS. That the Joint Meeting may adjoMrn when the list of 
nominations is not gone through with. 

14. That apiMiintments or re-appointments may be made 
without resignations, or the commissions being expired, if the 
commissions of the persons in office shall expire the same sit- 
ting, or within two months thereafter, provided, that where a 
new appointment is made, the person so appointed shall not be 
considered as in commission until the expiration of the com- 
mission of the former person whose place it is to supply.
